Benyahia plane shot 
by Iran, Turks say 


RIYADH, May 5 (Agencies) — Turkish 
eyewitnesses were quoted Tuesday as saying 
Iranian warplanes attacked the Algerian 
plane which crashed inside Iranian territory 
early Tuesday killing Algerian Foreign Mini- 
ster Muhammad Benyahia and a group of 
senior officials. 

The Saudi Press Agency, quoting a report 
by the Turkish news agency in Ankara, said 
eyewitnesses in the village of Kokbas. near 
the Turkish-Iranian border, said they saw 
Iranian warplanes “attacking the Algerian 
aircraft." 

The unidentified eyewitnesses were quo- 
ted as saying they were able to identify the 
Iranian planes by their insignias. They said 
they saw three parachutists landing on the 
Iranian side of the border after the incident. 
No further details were given. 

Meanwhile, Algeria Tuesday formally 
announced the deaths of Benyahia and the 
officials. The statement revealed for the first 
time that Benyahia and four of the highest 
officials of the Algerian Foreign Ministry 
were on a secret mediation mission, in a 
commentary, the official news agency APF 
said Algeria had been '‘requested by Third 
World nations to contribute to the search for 
peace." 

The. war started when Iraq denounced a 


pact with Iran over their border in the Shatt 
A1 Arab River which was signed under Alger- 
ian auspices in Algiers in 1975. The official 
Algerian statement said the Iran-Iraq war 
“only serves imperialist interests in the reg- 
ion." It indicated Algeria would by to conti- 
nue its mediation efforts- “despite all plots 
and whatever the sacrifices,” but did not ela- 
borate. 

In Washington, Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig Tuesday paid tribute to Benyahia 
for helping negotiate the release of the Amer- 
ican hostages. Warren Christopher, the for- .. 
mer Deputy Secretary of State who was the 
main U.S. negotiator during the hostage cri- 
sis, also credited Benyahia with being “more 
responsible than any other single person” for 
the safe return of the Americans. 

Haig, in a message to Chadli Benjedid. said 
the Algerian diplomat's death was “an irrepl- 
aceable loss to world diplomacy.” President 
Saddam Hussein of Iraq has also sent a mess- 
age of condolences to President Benjedid, 
Baghdad radio said. He said: “We received 
with pain and regret news of the death of 
Benyahia and a number of his colleagues. We 
are further saddened since he was preparing 
to carry out a noble task in the service of 
peace.” President Hussein added.

Iranian state radio Wednesday announced 
that Iranian helicopters for the first time in 
the 19-month war flew missions against 
targets inside Iraq. 

Tehran radio said Iran's U.S. -made 
helicopters were involved in 13 sorties 
against the Iraqi town of Fuka. Fuka is just 
across the Iraqi border, set 320 kms southeast 
of Baghdad, the Iraqi capital. It was said last 
month by Iranian commanders to be one of 
their main targets in a late March offensive 
that recaptured wide areas of Iranian territ- 
ory west and south of the city of Dczlul. 

The Iranians said that if the Iraqis lost the 
town of Fuka, they would have to retreat 
from the surrounding area and pull west 
deeper into their own country. The broadcast 
said the flights over Fuka were carried out 
Tuesday. 

The Iranians starred their latest offensive 
last Friday.

.BAGHDAD. May 5 (AFP) — Twenty- 
five Iranian soldiers aged from 9-14 who 
\yere recently captured by the Iraqi Army 
said here they had been sent into the front 
lines although they had been told initially 
they' would look after the -wounded in the 
rear. Those youthful prisoners, who win be 
returned to their parents through the good 
offices of the International Red Cross, were 
presented to the press Tuesday at the defense 
ministry. 

Several youths, questioned by an interpre- 
ter, said: “They came to our school and took 
us off by force.” “ We told them we are chil- 
dren so how can wc go to the front,” said 
l2ryear-old Muhammad, captured near 
Ahvaz. “But we -were forced to go”. 

Another said that “Khomeini guards” 
have the right to shoot anybody who refused 
to go to the front. 

They were given 12 days of military train- 
ing. mostly on bow to use an assault rifle and 
care for the wounded. 


Hassan. a 14-year-old originally from 
Kurdistan, said: “ We were told that it was our 
duty to serve as nurses. But in fact we were 
made to fight.” The time they spent at the 
front was very short — they had all been 
captured within a few hours to 10 days after 
arrival. 

But the experience was a tough one. and 
several of them spoke of their friends of the 
same age who had been killed or wounded. 
They were still wearing the camouflage 
uniforms they wore when captured, with their 
name, number and unit stencilled on them. 
Afterward, newsmen saw them in slacks, 
shirts and sports shoes. “Those clothes w ere 
donated by Baghdad schoolboys.” 3n official 
explained. 

Ali told newsmen that when he returns 
home: “I will tell my family and friends 'do 
not go to the front'. I will go back to school. I 
shall refuse to return to the from because 
they lied to us.

TAIZ. May 5 ( Agencies) — The president 
of South Yemen arrived in North Yemen 
Wednesday for talks on renewed fighting in 
Yemen with the North Yemen president. 

The arrival of President Ali Nasser Muha- 
mmad came a day after North Yemen author- 
ities leaked reports of wide-scale operations 
against the insurgent National Democratic 
Front, whish is supported by South Yemen. 
The North Yemen reports said government 
forces had mounted a massive offensive agai- 
nst front strongholds, including "combing 
operations on the borders with South 
Yemen.” 

AH Nasser was received at the nonhem 
city of Taiz by President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
anil leading officials. The visit is officially said 
to he aimed a: discussing the merger agreem- 
ent signed last year by the two Yemen?, who 
fought a border war in 1979 resulting in the 
stationing of a small contingent of Arab pea- 
cekeeping iroops in the border area. 

The foreign ministers of Kuwait and the 
United Arab Emirates were in South Yemen 
Tuesday in a bid to mediate worsening tensi- 
ons between South Yemen on the one hand 
and North Yemen and Oman on the other 
hand. 

Mine kills 4 
W.Bank Arabs 

TEL AVIV. May 5 (Agencies) — Four 
Arab youths were killed Wednesday in the 
occupied West Bank when an anti-vehicle 
mine exploded, and 3n Arab girl shot in the 
head Sunday by an Israeli civilian died in an 
occupied Jerusalem hospital. 

In the occupied Gaza Strip, meanwhile, 
soldiers shot and wounded two Arab rioters 
who threw a firebomb at them, the military 
said. 

The four youths killed in the blast were 
from the village of Ya’bad, about 16 kms 
southwest of Jenin, in the northern part of the 
West Bank. 

A spokeswoman for occupied Jerusalem’s 
Hadassah Hospital said Maisoun Kastanawi. 
14. died of a head wound suffered Sunday 
when she was shot by an Israeli motorist in 
the village of Arub. near Hebron. The gun- 
man has not been found, and neither the girl 
nor her father, who witnessed the shooting, 
had given police a description of the man. 

In the Jabaliya refugee camp near Gaza 
City, a spokesman said Arabs threw stones 
and blocked a road with rocks and burning 
tires. Israeli troops shot them in the legs. No 
soldiers were reported injured in the incid- 
ent. 

Gaza hospital said eight youths . Aged 15 
and 1 6. were admitted for treatment of inujr- 
ics. Two elderly Arabs, a 60-ycar-old woman 
and a 70-yea r-old man. were treated for tear 
gas inhalation, the hospital said. 

Gaza Mayor Rashid Al-Shawa said mean- 
while that his municipal council had started a 
strike to protest Israel's policies in the occup- 
ied territories- Shawa and 25 other West 
Bank mayors sent a letter to Defense Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon Sunday in which they threa- 
tened to strike unless Israel reinstates four 
Palestinian mayors dismissed from office in 
the past six weeks.

LONDON. May 5 (R) — With Britain 
stunned by the loss of a destroyer in the Falk- 
lands conflict. Foreign Secretary Francis Pym 
said Wednesday the government was actively 
working on new ideas for peace encompas- 
sing an early ceasefire. 

But he told Parliament that Argentine 
withdrawal from, the disputed Falkland 
Islands must be part of any truce. And he 
raised the possibility that the islands could be 
handed over to the trusteeship of the United 
Nations as one way forward to resolving the 
issue of sovereignty. 

Pym said the military losses suffered by 
both Britain and Argentina emphasized the 
urgent need for a diplomatic solution to the 
conflict, which flared after Argentine forces 
seized the British colony in the South Atlan- 
tic a month ago. He said he was in close touch 
with U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
on the new ideas, which combined proposals 
from both Haig and the President Fernando 
Belaunde Terry of Peru. 

“1 want to tell the house that a vital ingre- 
dient of the ideas on which we are working is 
an early ceasefire and the prompt withdrawal 
of Argentine forces,” Pym told a somber 
House of Commons. 

Most members c*f parliament were still 
shocked by the loss of the destroyer Sheffield, 
set ablaze by a powerful missile fired by one 
of Argentina’s new French-built Super Eten- 
dard ~ fighler- bombers off the Falklands 
Tuesday. 

The attack on the 3.500-ton Sheffield was 
seen as retaliation for the sinking of the 
Argentine cruiser General Belgrano by a Brit- 
ish submarine two days previously. 

The defense ministry put casualties at 87 
dead, missing or wounded from a crew of 280 
aboard the 23 million sterling destroyer, one 
of five in a British naval task force despatched 
to blockade the Falklands. 

Defense Secretary John Nott, reporting to 
the Commons, gave no death toll but said 30 


men were still missing. Argentina said 6S0 
survivors had been picked up from the Gen - 
eral Belgrano, leaving 362 men unaccounted 
for. 

Amid rumors of fierce fresh fighting in the 
South Atlantic. Secretary of Defense John 
Nott told the House of Commons at 3:30 
p.m. 11430 GMT): “We have no knowledge 
of any naval battle going on in the Atlantic at 
the present lime.” 

The Defense secretary said two missiles 
were fired at ihe Sheffield from an Argentine 
French-built super Entendard fighter- 
bomber. The defense ministry said part of the 
gutted hulk of the 8-year-old warship was still 
afloat. The Press Association News Agency 
said the wreckage would probably be sunk by 
gunfire from one of her two sister destroyers 
in the British fleet. 

Nott said the attack plane may have been 
tipped about the Sheffield *s position by an 
Argentine reconnaissance aircraft and may 
have approached the destroyer too low to be 
detected by radar. His statement followed an 
emergency meeting of Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher’s inner cabinet at 10 Downing 
Street. 

Aides reported that Mrs. Thatcher’s “heart 
is with the families” of the slain servicemen, 
but said her resolve to force Argentine troops 
to withdraw from the islands seized April 2 
“remained as firm as ever.” 

In a nation shocked by the holding of the 
Sheffield and the shooting down of a Harrier 
vertical-takeoff jet in Tuesday raids on air- 
fields in the Argentine-held Falklands, there 
were calls for both retaliation and an end to 
the fighting. 

Meanwhile, the British Press Association's 
news agency said Argentina’s two most mod- 
ern submarines were Wednesday threatening 
the British fleet inside the 200-mile maritime 
zone Britain has declared around the Falk- 
land Islands.

Call to resume talks 


6 Stop fighting’ cry mounts 


WASHINGTON. May 5 (Agencies) — 
Fresh calls for a halt to fighting in the 
Anglo- Argentine conflict over the Falklands 
Islands and for a resumption of negotiations 
for a peaceful solution were made by the 
nations of Europe and America, on Wednes- 
day. 

The United States appealed for a quick end 
to the sea and air fighting between Argentina 
and Britain. 

President Reagan's spokesman said the 
destruction of an Argentine cruiser and a Bri- 
tish destroyer showed the need for an urgent 
solution. 

Spokesman Larry Speakes added that the 
United States continued to support Britain's 
case that Argentina was the aggressor when it 
seized the islands April 2. 

Reagan and Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig had done all they could to prevent fight- 
ing and would continue efforts to restore 
peace, he added. 

France called for a hah to fighting and for a 
resumption of negotiations for a peaceful 
solution. 

The call came in a communique after a 
cabinet meeting.chaired by President Franc- 
ois Mitterrand whose government has earlier 

expressed support for Britain's stand in the 
crisis. 

Yugoslavia too has urged Britain and Arg- 
entina to stop fighting and search for a negot- 
iated solution. 

The call, the first Yugoslav official reaction 
to the Falklands crisis, came in a foreign mini- 
stry statement issued Tuesday night and carr- 
ied by the national news agency Tanjug. 

Council of Europe Parliamentary Assem- 
bly President Jose Maria de Areilza Wednes- 
day urged Britain and Argentina to cease 
hostilities in the Falklands. 

In United Nations secret a ty -General Jav- 
ier Perez de Cuellar, said he is awaiting Arg- 
entina and Britain to respond Wednesday to 


certain ideas he has advanced for ending the 
Falkland Islands conflict. Security Council 
members are also due to hold private consul- 
tations late Wednesday on a call by Ireland 
for a new round of debate on the crisis. 

In Moscow. Soviet President Leonid Brez- 
hnev. in his first public comment on the disp- 
ute has criticized U.S. involvement in the 
South Atlantic conflict. 

Brezhnev said during talks with visiting 
Nicaraguan leader Daniel Ortega Tuesday 
that Washington was attempting to use the 
dispute toe.xpand its influence in South Ame- 
rica. 

Meanwhile, NATO defense ministers, inc- 
reasingly worried by military escalation in the 
Falklands crisis, are discussing how to handle 
an expected British request for political sup- 
port in its confrontation with Argentina, dip- 
lomats said Wednesday. 
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Sultan stresses arms diversification 


RIYADH. May 5 (SPA) — Defense and 
Aviation Minister Prince Sultan has affirmed 
the Kingdom's adherence to the idea of dive- 
rsification of arms sources without binding 
itself to any particular country for the supply 
of weapons. 

In an interview published in the weekly 
Al-Yammamah Wednesday. Prince Sultan 
said the Kingdom's policy is to diversify the 
sources of arms which its armed forces can 
imbibe. He added that the royal navy also is 
being built along the same lines on which land 
and air forces have been developed. The navy 
has a complete crew of Saudi young men who 
have received an extensive training, he 
added. 

In regard to the AW ACS aircraft, the def- 
ense minister said the existing four will conti- 
nue to remain on lease basis only, and would 
not fall within the range of the required deal 
for such planes. The present four AW ACS 
aircraft do not have those sophistications 
which are available on the planes for which an 


represents our policy and principles which we 
shall never abandon," he said. 

On reports concerning the Kingdom's int- 
ention to.buy the Leopard IT tanks from West 
Germany. Prince Sultan made it clear that 
Saudi Arabia did not make a request for the 
purchase of these tanks but West Germany 
has. by various means, offered to sell them to 
Saudi Arabia. The Kingdom has. however, 
welcomed the idea "but we cannot press'our 
demand because the Kingdom possesses 
matching weapons." he added. 

Prince Sultan denied that there has been a 
difference in the volume of military cooperat- 
ion with President Mitterrand's France, as 
compared to the time of his predecessor. Val- 
ery giscard d'Estaing. He reaffirmed that 
cooperation still exists on the same pattern. 
Nothing from the side of the present French 
government has affected this cooperation, he 
said, adding that the Saudi Armed Forces 
have nor sensed any procrastination in the 
implementation of armaments projects with

agreement has been reached, he added. 

Refen-ing to the Zionist clamor on this deal 
and that of the F-15 warplanes, the prince 
said this uproar was designed to jeopardize 
and stop the arming of the Kingdom's air 
force with such sophisticated weapons. 

Prince Sultan reaffirmed that the country's 
naval and land forces have boats, radars, 
tanks and other equipment which, technica- 
lly, match these aircraft. The Zionist cry was 
only intended to deprive the Kingdom of 
these weapons and to disturb its sovereignty, 
he said. "Our sovereignty and the dignity of 
our people are safe and we shall never baig- 
3 in on them under any circumstance, for this 
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France. 

The defense minister referred to Britain's 
readiness for military cooperation and the 
sale of Nimrud aircraft, and said that these 
planes have not been manufactured yet but 
hre in the process of making. When they are 
ready, the Kingdom will be among the first 
to seek a serious discussion on the matter, he 
added. 

On the Israeli withdrawal from Sinai, Pri- 
nce Sultan said the Kingdom welcomes Isra- 
eli withdrawal from any part of the occupied 
Arab territory. However, he added that 
Saudi Arabia is against any individual action, 
for its policy is pan of the Arab bloc and 
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Prince Sultan 
collective Arab opinion. 

Speaking on the Lebanese situation, the 
defense minister reiterated that the problem 
can only be solved by the Lebanese themsel- 
ves. When they kindle their sense of love and 
cordiality' and remove mutual differences, 
they will be able to rule their country wirhout 
any foreign intervention, he said. The minis- 
ter added that the Kingdom always stands for 
the stability of any Arab state and continues 
to exert efforts for the realization of security 
and stability in Lebanon'. 

Prince Sultan said the absence of the King- 
dom's ambassador from Lebanon does not 
carry any political significance. He is obliged 
to be absent for some personal circumstances 
and for consultation with the Foreign Minis- 
try, the prince said. The Saudi embassy and 
its staff are there and are functioninz seriou- 
sly. 

On the other hand. Prince Sultan said in a 
statement, published in Al -Atadiimh newsp- 
aper Wednesday, that the islands of Tiran 
and Sanafir. now evacuated by Israel, had 
been loaned to the Egyptian government a 
long time ago. Their return is a matter to be 
decided upon by Saudi Arabia, he added. 

Dallah buys shares 
of German company 

WASHINGTON. May 5 (SPA) - A Saudi 
Arabian group has acquired a 17.87 percent 
share of IBH Holding A. G., the West 
German construction machine group which is 
partly owned by General Motors, the Sew 
York Times has reported. 

In a despatch from Bonn, Tuesday, the 
paper said the acquisition would make the 
Saudi Arabian group and General Motors the 
largest rBH holders, with equal participation 
in the firm, it quoted Horst-Dieter Esch. IBH 
'chairman, as saying that Dallah Establish- 
ment. a Saudi industrial group involved in 
construction and enrertainment industries, 
would acquire the 17.87 percent of IBH for 
S3S.7 million.

2,000 doctors 
continue debate 
on medical care

DAMMAM. May 5 — The 2,000 
physicians from Saudi Arabia and abroad 
who converged at Dammam's King Faisal 
University this week for the seventh Saudi 
medical conference continued their delib- 
erations Wednesday. • 

The meeting, expected to close Thurs- 
day. aims at improving health care in the 
Kingdom through discussion of local 
health problems in the light of recent med- 
ical advances. 

More than 300 speakers presented pap-. 
eTs covering a wide range of medical disci- 
plines. The Arabization of medical ed uca- 
tion. medical ethics, primary health care, 
environmental diseases, blood banks, and 
drug use were among topics treated. More 
than 1 00 papers were devoted to surgery 
alone. 

The roster of guests Included two uni-' 
versity presidents and deans of five top 
Western medical schools. The meeting's 
emphasis was on local health problems: 
rabies and leprosy in the Eastern Pro- 
vince. aspects of visceral leishmaniasis of 
children in Jeddah, pregnancy with sickle 
cell anaemia in Saudi females, empyema 
in infancy in Taif. childhood cancer in 
Saudi Arabia, and Saudi water drinkabil- 
ity. 

The Arabization of medical education 
was a dominant concern. Speakers from. 
Jordan. Morocco. Syria, Saudi Arabia and 
Egypr considered how 'to develop the 
Arabic language to include scientific 
terms. In an3tomv alone “several 
thousand words need to be mastered”, 
according to Muhammad Tawfiq £1- 
Rakhawy who has translated the Sobotta 
Atlas of Human Anatomy into both Arabic 
and English. 

"Noting that the Saudi spectrum of dis- 
eases and their pattern is different from^ 
other countries.” M.M. Madkour com- 
piled in a bibliography of all published 
medical research done in the Kingdom in 
the past century. Nine lecture halls at the 
university have been in simultaneous use 
for the four days of the meeting. 

The conference was sponsored jointly 
by King Faisal University, the Ministry of 
Higher Education, the National Guard, 
and the ministries of health, defense, and 
the interior. 

On Tuesday night the National Guard 
sponsored a lavish folklore show for par- - 
ticipants at the AI-Gosaibi Hotel. The 
social program for the ladies at the Carl- 
ton Hotel, featured a fashion show of trad- 
itional costumes from each of the pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom. These were model- 
led by students while KFU women offered 
their guests specialties of local cuisine.

MAKKAH, May 5 (SPA) — Makkah 
Munkipalily 'has been allocated a budget of 
SRI. <6 .billion for the current fiscal vear. 
according to the acting mayor. Abdullah 
Zeini ibn Saddiq. ; 

He said Wednesday that the budget 
includes beautification, asphalting, illumina- 
tion, shopping center, public gardens, veget- 
able and meat market projects, in addition to 
compensations to owners of expropriated 
properties. Parking lots, completing the mun- 
icipality new premises and workshops, a gar- 
bage incinerator and an automatic slaughter- 
house also have been accounted for in the 
budget. 

Saddiq said that SRI 55 has been set aside 
for wages while SR 199 million was allocated 
for expenses. However, the larger share of 
the budget, SR987 million will be put into the 
municipality's projects* he added. The new 
budget had created 48 administrative, health 
and technical jobs of varying grades, he said. 

Saddiq held a meeting Wednesday with the 
municipality’s undersecretaries and director 
of departments to discuss necessary steps for 
the implementation of . this year’s projects; 
including those already underway. 

Meanwhile, a sum of SR776 million has 
been allocated foT Madinah Municipality in 
the new budget. Hassan Nour, assistant 
mayor, said here Wednesday. 

Of this amount, SR450 million has been

earmarked for compensating owners of 
expropriated land; SR60 million for a public 
park, pan of its total SR3U0 million cost; and 
SR2 million for (he municipality's new prem- 
ises whose overall cost is estimated at SR12 
million. 

Other allocations include SR85 million fur 
the construction of tunnels at road intersec- 
tions and SR52 million for expropriation 
purposes, which will further improve interse- 
ctions and entries to parking areas. The 
maintenance and running of the new slaugh- 
terhouse also has been considered and a few 
new posts have been created to rein force the 
municipality's existing technical and adminis- 
trative machinery. . . 

Nour said the budget will realize the hopes 
and aspirations of the people of Madinah. as 
it reflects the concern of the government for 
Madinah's projects. He added that the mun- 
icipality has implemented a large number of 
projects, during the past year at an overall cost 
of SR950 million. These included expropria- 
tions for the creation of new roads and expan- 
sion of the existing ones. Besides. SRI 5 mil- 
lion has been spent on temporary asphalting 
and illumination of some roads, he added. 

The assistant mayor said contracts have 
already been signed for constructing a tunnel 
at Manakba Street and the Anbariah' Afiah 
flyover. Work on the projects is being carried 
out at an overall cost of SRI 50 million, he 
said, adding that a further SR30 minion has. 
been provided in the new fiscal budget ro 
promote this project. •

Egypt to challenge Israeli stand says father ^ 


CAIRO. May 5 ( Agencies) — Egyptian 
negotiators will challenge the Israeli vow to 
keep settlements despite peace treaties, a top 
aide to President Hosni Mubarak said Tues- 
day. 

"We will not be intimidated." Osama 
El-Baz. Mubarak's foreign-policy adviser 
and speech writer, told foreign corresponde- 
nts. He had been asked about Israeli Prime 
Minister Mcnahem Begin' s assertion, endor- 
sed by Knesset that Israel would never withd- 
raw from settlements in the occupied Gaza 
Strip and West Bank. The vote, he said, was 
illegal and insignificant, but should be "chall- 
enged". "Israel has passed such laws in the 
past, and that should not prevent us from 
pursuing our peace effort.” Ei-Baz said. 
"You're not negotiating under the shadow of 
that law. You are negotiating to change the 
status quo." 

The Israeli action came in the wake of wit- 
hdrawal from the settlement of Tamil in the 

Punjab doctors 
go on strike 

ISLAMABAD. May 5 (AFP) — Hundr- 
eds of young doctors went on strike through- 
out Punjab province Tuesday to press for a 
better service structure, a spokesman of the 
Pakistan Doctors Organization (PDO) said. 

The call was given by PDO’s executive 
after “failure of normal ways" to get their 
outstanding issues resolved, lie said. The doc- 
tors were demanding an institutionalized sys- 
tem of service which could offer them autom- 
atic promotion in the grade and jobs for 
young medical graduates. 

According to PDO sources, only "emerge- 
ncy cases" in state-run hospitals were atten- 
ded during the strike which is continuing. 

Meanwhile, school teachers, demanding 
higher wages and uniform pay scales for rural 
and urban areas started to boycott classes 
from Wednesday in North West Frontier 
after the government’s "failure” to meet 
their demand. 

Reports from Karachi said that college tea- 
chers in southern Sind province have also 
joined the protest. 


Sinai last month. 

“For the Palestinians of the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza, the best course of action is to 
challenge the status quo. challenge the conti- 
nuation ofoccupation, to challenge the policy 
of settlements," he said. 

He deplored the use of force by Israelis in 
the occupied territories and said he hoped 
future loss of life could be avoided. El-Baz 
rejected suggestions that the Palestinian aut- 
onomy talks, already extended two years 
beyond the deadline set in the Camp David 
accords, were hopelessly deadlocked. “We 
will never give up,” he said. “We believe that 
you can always find a solution.” 

He said there were currently two areas of 
disagreement — what the agenda should be 
and where the nexr round of talks should be 
held. Israel demands that occupied Jerusalem 
be the site, but Egypt has rejected the sugges- 
tion because of the Jewish state's annexation 
of occupied Jerusalem. 

EI-Baz welcomed the congratulations by- 
King Hussein of Jordan, extended to Egypt 
on Israel* s withdrawal from Sinai. But he said 
he didn’t expect Jordan to join the Palestin- 
ian autonomy talks. 

Meanwhile. Foreign Minister Kama! Has- 
san Ali was quoted Tuesday as saying that 
Egypt is in contact with Washington for res- 
uming the autonomy talks. In a statement to 
Cairo radio, Ali said that he saw no conflict 
between Egypt’s peace moves with Israel and 
the expected return of its “historical and nat- 
ural relations with its Arab brothers”. He was 
referring to Arab countries which, with the 
exception of Sudan. Somalia and Oman, have 
broken off relations with Egypt following the 
signing of the Camp David Accords. 

Earlier Tuesday. Ali told the Italian televi- 
sion that Egypt considered solving the Palest- 
inian problem as the basis for peace in the 
Middle East. He said Egypt condemns Isr- 
ael's continued insistence on building settle- 
ments on occupied territories, its annexation 
of the Syrian Golan Heights, and its current 
crackdown on Palestinian nationalists on the 
West Bank and Gaza.

Chad rebels 
capture 
Salal town 

NDJAMENA. May 5 (AFP) — Chad's 
rebel Armed Forces of the North (Fan) have 
resumed their offensive after a four-week 
lull, capturing the town of Salal. 473 kms 
northwest of Ndjamena. reliable sources said 
here Wednesday. 

There was no information on the progress 
of fighting in the area but the sources said that 
losses among government troops, essentially 
from President Goukouni OueddePs Popular 
Armed Forces (FAP) faction, were “conside- 
rable." The capture of Salal. which took place 
last week, coincides with consultations by 
Goukouni on the formation of a new gover- 
nment. 

Reliable sources said that ’profound diffe- 
rences” between the president and Vice- 
President Abdulkader Kamougue were dela- 
ying the implementation of the reshuffle her- 
alded a week ago. The dispute between the 
two leaders revolved around the structure of 
the new government, which is currently made 
up of heads of most of Chad’s various rival 
factions, and the choice of ministers, the sou- 
rces said. 

Turkish premier 
to visit Cyprus 

ANKARA, May 5 fR) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulend UIusu will visit the Turkist 
community's region of Cyprus later this 
month, the first Turkish premier to go there 
since the island was split in 1 974, government 
sources said Wednesday. 

Two months ago, Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou visited the island, 
delighting the Greek Cypriot majority but 
upsetting the Turkish Cypriot minority. It 
was the fast visit to Cyprus by a Greek pre- 
mier for over 20 years. 

The sources said UIusu, appointed prime 
minister after the Turkish military coup in 
September. 1980, had accepted an invitation 
from Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash. 
but no exact date had been set for the visit.

PARIS. May 5 ( AP) — The son of Ayatol- 
lah Shariat Maduri. accused of plotting agai- 
nst the Iranian government, charged Tuesday 
that Iran fabricated the allegations against his 
Father. 

The clergyman's son Hassan Shariat Mad- 
ari. told a news conference the regime conco- 
cted “this ridiculous plot” to "eliminate the 
symbol of plurality, democracy and indepen- 
dence” embodied by his father. 

Ayatollah Madari confessed on Iranian 
television that he failed to inform of the gove- 
rnment of a plot after being approached by 
former Iranian Communications Minister 
Sadeq Ghotbzadch, who is under -arrest for 
allegedly planning a coup. Madari’ s son said 
anything his father had said on television had 
"no legal or political value” because he was 
under arrest. 

Meanwhile in Karachi, about 800 Iranians 
fleeing persecution in their native land have 
registered with the United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees (UNCHRl, a 
commission spokesman said Wednesday. He 
said some 500 have registered in Karachi, 
and the rest in Islamabad, at a rate of about 
100 new refugees a month. 

The spokesman said most come from the 
Baluchistan area of Iran bordering Pakistan, 
although many are from as faraway as Kurdi- 
stan and Azerbaijan. The Iranians have sou- 
ght UNHCR protection because Pakistan 
does not recognize them as refugees, the spo- 
kesman said. He said the UNHCR is giving- 
each head of family S2 per day as subsistence 
allowance. 

In Tehran, leftist guerrillas attacked an 
Islamic loan center, killing rive employees 
and wounding others. Tehran radio reported 
Wednesday. 

The Paris command center of the Mujahe- 
deen Khalq urban guerrilla group took 
responsibility for the Tuesday raid and 
claimed 20 of- the center’s employees were 
killed. Iran's state-owned radio said Mujahe- 
deen guerrillas raided the loan center’s build- 
ing in centeral Tehran and "opened fire on its 
employees, killing five of its staff and injuring 
several others.” The radio said the center 
gave interest-free loans to the poor. It 
described it as “Iittain Khomeini's loan 
center” after Iran’s Ayatollah Khomeini. 

A spokesman for the Paris- based, self- 
exiled Mujahedeen leader Massoud Rajavi 
told the Associated Press in Beirut by tele- 
phone “The 20 killed were responsible for 
the confiscation of wealth and robbing the 
poor people of Iran as well as taking all kinds 
of illegal taxes and applying financial pres- 
sures on the people.” The spokesman, who 
declined the use of his name, said, “all money 
and documents found in the center have fal- 
len into the hands of the resistance move- 
men L” 


Armenian arms smuggling 


ANKARA. May 5 (AFP) — Eight hund- 
red persons have been arrested m southern 
Turkey and the customs director in the Turk- 
ish part of Cyprus has disappeared, following 
the discovery of a huge arms smuggling ring 
working with a radical dissident Armenian 
group, the Huniyet newspaper reported 
Wednesday. 

The newspaper quoted police sources as 
saying a Turkish Cypriot export-import firm 
with numerous international subsidiaries. 
Overco Northern Cyprus, served as the tran- 
sit point for weaponry from Europe and the 
Middle East. The arms later reached the 
Armenian Secret Army for the Liberation of 
Armenia, the newspaper said. That organiza- 
tion has claimed numerous attacks on Turk- 
ish diplomats abroad.

Beirut car bomb injures four

BEIRUT, May 5 (Agencies) — A car 
bomb exploded Wednesday near a mosque 
and police said four persons were wounded. 

A police spokesman said the mid-morning 
blast resulted from a French-made Peugeot- 
504 gray car rigged with 10 kg of TNT. The 
car was parked near the main gate of the 
Azhari Mosque in the plush, pine-wooded 
neighborhood of Aiamoun of Beirut’s south- 
ern edge. The windows of Sheikh Hassan 
K haled, a religious leader, were shattered by 
the explosion, according to the spokesman. 

Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan telephoned 
Sbeikh Khaled to condemn the blast as a 
“deplorable encroachment on clercial 
shrines” and pledged to exert effort to dis- 
cover and arrest the culprits, state radio said. 
The privately owned Voice of Lebanon radio 
station, which lyas the first to report the 
explosion, said earlier, that two Syrian con- 
struction workers suffered minor wounds. 

Syrian forces, which police Lebanon’s civil 
war armistice, closed the coastal highway that 
links Beirut with South Lebanon to traffic for 
two hours after the blast until police inves- 
tigators arrived at the scene, the police 
spokesman said. 

The explosion followed a chain of attacks 
last week on clerics and religious sites. 

These attacks involved the assassination of 
one prominent preacher in Beirut and a 
Maronite clergyman in the mountain resort 
of Aley. 20 kms east of the capital. Then 
Sunday, a guntnaa shot his way into a packed 
Maronite church in tbe northern port city of 
Tripoli in an abortive hostage-taking raid. A 
grenade he was wielding fell from his hand, 
blowing him and a woman worship to death. 

Although police said they could not dig up 
a link among the three attacks, people have 
warned of a “plot” to rekindle the 1 975-76 


civil war.

Algeria’s foreign minister, the late Muhammad Benyahia, 
was a man of peace and reconciliation, whose death is mour- 
ned not only by Algerian and Arab diplomatic circles,but by 
the international community at large, which had noted and 
applauded his many achievements. His name will for a long 
time remain linked to one of the most brilliant diplomatic 
coups of the time: his successful mediation effort which culmi- 
nated in the release of the American hostages held in Tehran. 
The minister met his end. in an air crash whose circumstances 
are yet to be explained, while on his way to Tehran, on a new 
initiative to end the war with Iraq. 

Benyahia served his country from a very early age. first in 
the struggle for liberation from French rule, then in various 
official capacities. By the time of his death, he had come to be 
recognized as one of the leading figures in international dipl- 
omacy. His attempt to start the search for peace between Iraq 
and Iran was therefore looked at as especially significant, and 
it is for this reason that his death has aroused the suspicion that 
those who had no wish to see peace restored made sure that 
the new initiative was nipped from the start.

It was here, 
where the borders of Iraq. Iran and Turkey meet, with the 
Soviet border nearby, that the airplane carrying arms from 
Israel to Iran was brought down.

This time, the 
Algerian plane crashed in Iran.

BANGKOK — 

Eight U.S. State Department officials charged 
with spreading the word on Soviet involvement in 
"chemical warfare" were in Australia and New 
Zealand recently at the end of a 1 0-nation tour. The 
32-page document they are hawking. Special 
Report No. 98." Chemical Warfare in Southeast 
Asia and Afghanistan”, offers what U.S. officials 
like to call "the smoking gun": the murder weapon 
covered in Soviet fingerprints. 

Eyewitness evidence and painstaking scientific 
analysis of "samples" have led Washington to conc- 
lude. the report says, "that Lao and Vietnamese 
forces, operating under Soviet supervision, have, 
since 1975. employed lethal chemical and toxic 
weapons in Laos: that Vietnamese forces have, 
since 1978. used lethal chemical and toxic agents in 
Kampuchea: and that Soviet forces have used a 
variety of lethal chemical warfare agents, including 
nerve gases, in Afghanistan since the Soviet inva- 
sion of that country in 1979." 

But at a press conference in Bangkok recently, 
the statistics, the lurid testimonies, and the scientific 
minutiae fell foul of the obvious question. AfteT 
working in earnest for three years. Washington 
offers a "smoking gun" — but where is the corpse? 

The answers were lame. There were great dif- 
ficulties. The main areas of conflict were as many as 
six weeks' walk from the nearest international bor- 
der. Skeptical reporters. American for the most 
part, pointed out that some areas of conflict were as 
close as 10 miles. 

It must be understood, one State Department 
official explained, that much of the "glue” which 
held the report together was "sensitive” and must 
remain classified. Hadn't we heard this one before, 
asked the American newsmen, in Vietnam 
perhaps? 

Much of the evidence on offer, and hopes for 


irrefutable proof, originate in the sprawling Ban 
Vinai refugee camp, 300 miles north of here near 
the Mekong River border of Thailand and Laos. It 
is home for some 32,000 men. women and children, 
most of them Hmonghill tribesmen from Laos who, 
according to Special Report No. 98. have been the 
prime victims of Soviet chemical weapons. 

Between mid- 1975 and the end of last year, it 
says, 6.504 persons died in 261 separate attacks. ( In 
Cambodia, 981 person ate said to have died in 124 
attacks. But, even among U.S. officials eager to 
prove their case. Khmer Rouge credibility is not 
high.) 

The supposed "unsophistication" of the Hmong 
is thought.to make them ideal witnesses. The fact 
that those in Ban Vinai are remnants of the once 
"secret army" of CIA-financed, Green Beret- 
trained. anti-Communist mercenaries led by 
Hmong Gen. Vang Pao, now resident in Montana, 
is not Thought to compromise their credibility. 

This writer has spoken at length to two who had 
crossed the Mekong a few days earlier. Vang Chou, 
a 22-year-old second lieutenant in the Hmong resis- 
tance. and Yang Vang, a 25-year-old captain. They 
said they had witnessed three attacks on successive 
days on a small, remote village in Xieng Khouang 
province. On the first day an MiG-1 7 and an MI-8 
helicopter flew over the village dropping something 
resembling "red drizzle”. Laterthe same day, Vang. 
Chou said, they repeated the action. The next day 
they came again, but with "yellow rain", he said. 

The "rain" settled on rocks, trees, grass, people, 
3nimal&. it was, he said. like a "thin layer of milk 
powder". The animals began to die two days later. 
Within a week all of them, chickens, dogs and buf- 
falo. were dead. The people, he said, vomited 
blood, suffered coughing spasms, fatigue and loss of 
appetite, dizziness and diarrhea. Many had died, he 
said. Both claimed to have suffered similar res- 
ponses to the "rain", and displayed a rash on their 


skin. 

Since he began working in Ban Vinai last 
December, Derek Bird, a 43-year-old British doc- 
tor. has heard many similar tales, and they have 
convinced him. "As a doctor I have seen nothing to 
prove that people have been victims of gas attacks." 
he said. "There are other possible explanations for 
all the visible symptoms. 

“But the stories are not rehearsed, and they are 
not queuing up to tell them. 1 am convinced primar- 
ily by the honesty of a simple people.’’ 

If one thing undermines the credibility of the 
charges against Moscow and its allies it is the domi- 
nance of the American involvement in the investig- 
ations. It is a contradictory involvement. On the one 
hand the Hmong leadership now refuses to deal 
with anyone else. (My own request to meet Col. 
Vang Neng, the camp leader, was initially rejected 
because I did not have "permission” from a U.S. 
diplomat in Bangkok.) 

On the other, only two U.S. officials are "directly 
responsible'" for the investigations, and the only 
materials provided axe silver foil bags which can be 
hermetically sealed, some cameras and film, and a 
dozen bottles for blood samples. 

Given that President Reagan is moving to end a 
12-year moratorium on the manufacture of chemi- 
cal weapons primarily because of alleged Soviet 
"violation” of the 1925 and 1972 bans on chemical 
and biological weapons, the effort seems paltry. 

So far the only “independent” attempts to 
examine the charges have been made by a United 
Nations team. Britain and Canada. The U.N. team 
reported itself in December "unable to reach a final 
conclusion as to whether or not chemical warfare 
agents had been used.” A follow-up report is due in 
the autumn, but U.S. officials say the Soviet bloc 
delegates will frustrate full-blooded investigation 
(ONS) 


French ministers at odds over security issue

PARIS - 

The Paris car bombing in which a woman was 
killed and 63 people injured could have serious 
repercussions cm the French Socialist government's 
domestic policies. Although the immediate effect 
was to put a strain on relations with Syria after tile 
expulsion of two Syrian diplomats suspected of ter- 
rorist links, the bombing also strengthens the posi- 
tion of a ministerial lobby pressing for an end to 
fundamental liberal attitudes on internal security. 

It was the leader of this lobby, the Interior Minis- 
ter Gaston Defferre. who ordered the diplomats to 
leave, implying they were aware of the car bomb 
plot aimed at an anti-Syrian Lebanese magazine 
with offices off the Champs Elysees. 

Deffen-e, 71. the second oldest member of the 
cabinet, is involved in a battle of influence with the 
justice minister. Robert Badinter. the man who led 
the capital punishment abolition debate and who 
has been the main spokesman on human rights. The 
argument is already a key element to an imminent 
cabinet reshuffle in which President Francois Mit- 


terrand will indicate whether the Socialist- 
Communist alliance is ready for a swing to the Right 
after a year in office. 

Defferre, who served in Fourth Republic 
cabinets with Mitterrand, believes Badinrer's lib- 
eral influence is undermining general security. Four 
policemen have been murdered since the beginning 
of the year and there have been four big terrorist 
attacks including the murder of two diplomats and 
the bombing of a Paris-Toulouse express train 
which killed five persons. 

Rebellious police blame the justice minister, who 
is also France's best-known defense lawyer, both 
for a rise in dime and an over-generous political 
asylum policy which they allege is being exploited 
by terrorists. As Defferre, speaking on the police's 
behalf, has just had the power for identity controls 
on suspicion increased, the ground is now prepared 
for Socialists to abandon other principles. 

But as the issue also affects the authority of the 
prime minister. Pierre Mauroy. just at the time 
pressure on him is greatest by his rivals, the argu- 
ment is not merely philosophical. Mauroy was 


rebuked recently by Mitterrand for handling the 
row badly between his* two ministers and there has 
been a wave of criticism of Mauroy particularly 
from the Socialist Party. 3 

It is again being pointed out that Mauroy, whose 
administrative experience was previously restricted 
to being mayor of Lille, represents a minority fac- 
tion m the party with only about 1 5 percent support. 
Even wirhout removing him. Mitterrand could 
force big changes by slimming down the govern- 
ment and promoting ministers who are demanding 
a pause in Socialist reforms and what they call a 
more realistic attitude. 1 

A year as president has done nothing to diminish 
Mitterrand’s credibility as his current standing in 
opinion polls is a popularity rating of 55 percent, 
higher than the presidential vote of May 1 0. Several 
actions of the past few days suggest that he feels the 
nme has come to accept moderate policies that fit 
his traditional image as a centrist politician These 
include abandoning of the promise of a 35-hour 
week by 1985 and a big cut in social security 
programs. y 


Tribalism 
threatens to split 
Zimbabwe

HARARE (formerly S.ih\hur\| ^ 
Zimbabwe completed its second >e.ii us Africa's 
newest independent suite last month with a rnun,j 
of solid accomplishment behind it and wirh 
leadership ot Premier Robert Mugabe having been 
consolidated in emphatic fashion. But Jivim,^ 
between the three mam nauon.il gtoup* have wide- 
ned dangerously m recent months and threaten r 0 
blight the future. The revelry tended t,-» ihj 
euphoric in the east ot the country, u lieie tl^. 
majority Sbunu tribe gave Mugabe's ZANU (h i 
party a’ clear majority in the 1*>S1> independents 
elections. 

In sharp contrast, the mood ot the large western 
province of M a labels* land w-as one ol almost unre- 
lieved gloom. For the Ndcbde people, who make 
up about 20 percent of the population. the fam of 
independence has acquired a bitter taste as a rcsulj 
of the humiliation of their leader Joshua Nkome. 

When Mugabe dismissed Nkomo from the 
cabinet in February because o! his alleged inv t ih c . 
ment in setting up secret arms caches, he was doing 
more than getting rid of a political opponent. 
Nkomo headed one of the two guerrilla factions 
which fought to end 90 years of white rule. 

The -political balance in Zimbabwe has been .i 
fragile and delicate thing, mainly because ul rivalry 
between Mugabe's and Nkomo' s supjwrters, which 
has led to outbreaks of factional lighting and at 
times has threatened to split the young nation along 
tribal lines. 

By humiliating Nkomo. the prime minister ran 
the risk of further alienating a significant sector ul 
the population and one w hich holds important posts 
in the military and the networks linking the land- 
locked nation with the outside world. 

The initial response to Nkomo' s sacking sug- 
gested that the gamble had paid nit and that 
Matabelcland might no longer be prepared to fight 
for a leader who had been outmaneuvered once fun 
often. However there base been signs in the past 
few days of a backlash from Nkomo supporters — 
most ominously among hivcx-ZIPRA guerrillas. 

Hundreds have deserted from National Vim 
battalions into which they were integrated with 
rival cx-ZANLA guerrillas. In at least one instance 
soldiers have turned their weapons on cumnidcs- 
in-arms. killing one and injuring three. In other 
incidents dissidents have upend lire on police pat- 
rols, army barracks and civilian buses, killing at least 
10 persons. 

The Ndebele are angry. They speak of Zimbabwe 
as a foreign land and of Matahcleland as their 
home, rather like those emigrant whites who still 
refer to the country as Rhodesia. 

In an attempt to halt the rut. Mugabe made a 
series of cabinet changes on the eve of the annnet- 
sary, bringing in three members of Nkomo* s Patrio- 
tic Front who he said had show n a w illingucss tn 
work w-ith ZANU (PF). Some w hite VIPs were ghu 
rewarded with government jobs. 

Well-wishers of the new nation — and they ate 
many — are hoping lhat the policy of reconciling 
the three main groups will remain Mugabe’s prior- 
ity for the year ahead. “ People eat well here and can 
generally afford the basics.” said one observer. 

In spite of a serious drought in the west. Zimbab- 
weans will eat well again this year and still have 
enough surplus to export food to otheY African 
countries. There has again been a huge increase in 
school enrolment alter the introduction last ycarut 
free primary education. 

Minimum wages have been increased for the sec- 
ond year running, and medical care is now free for 
all but those on good salaries. In the end. Zim- 
babwe's future depends on Matabelcland. (ON5I

With the conflicts in Central America heat- 
ing up and the U.S. discussing the formation 
of a South Atlantic Treaty Organization simi- 
lar to NATO, this little island has a strategic 
significance well out of proportion to its size. 

It has long been used as a demonstration 
site for the sale of naval weaponry to both 
Latin American and European governments.

The Puerto Rican independence movem- 
ent has raken up the demand for a demilitari- 
zation of Vieques, and other activists have 
lately charged that the U.S. is violating inter- 
national treaty agreements by landing nucl- 
ear arms here.

One provis- 
ion of the pact allows any signatory to dem- 
and an inspection in the event of allegations 
that such arms are present. 

Jorge Rodriguez, a researcher with the 
Caribbean Project for Justice and Peace, rec- 
ently rattled officials by suggesting that Nica- 
ragua or Grenada could be asked to make 
such a request. (Cuba and Guyana are the 
only Latin nations not parties to the pact.) 

. For the local residents, however, the issues 
at stake are a good deal closer to home. With 
the official unemployment rate here topping 
40 percent (unofficial figures put it at over 60 
percent).

New inventions shown 
at Hanover Trade Fair

HANOVER, West Germany, (R) — The 
Western world may be going through hard 
times economically, but a visit to the Hanover 
Trade Fair this year showed its engineers and 
scientists are as inventive as ever. From 
high-speed locomotives to solar-powered 
pocket calculators to voice-operated cars the 
fair was a happy hunting ground for aD that is 
new or simply bizarre. 

With thousands of acres (hectares) of 
grounds on the southern edge of the city, the 
fair has grown over the past 36 years to 
become the world's biggest industrial show 
and a key indicator of business trends. 

More than 6.100 firms from almost 50 
nations showed their wares this year. More 
than 500,000 people visited the 2i exhibition 
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Four halls alone were devoted to modem 
office and information technology. On show 
were the latest electronic devices, ranging 
from desk-top computers to word processors, 
which are revolutionizing the work of sec- 
retaries and executives. 

The office technology industry is flourish- 
ing despite the recession and exhibitors have 
reported the interest shown by visitors in the 
first few days augurs well for future earnings, 
a fairground spokesman said. 

Less geared to profit is the fail* s research 
and technology section, where universities 
vie with industry to show their latest 
developments and glimpses into the future. 

There was a heavy emphasis on product- 
oriented research, from factory robots to 
rockets, and from computer-controlled 
machine tools to the latest Australian litter

MARION. 111. (WP) — Between the two 
steel mesh fences that form the outside 
perimeter of the federal penitentiary here, 
there are 1 6 long cyclindrival rolls of razored 
concertina barbed wire, each meshing with 
the other and stacked up until the last roll 
fixes itself like a vise to the top of the outer- 
most fence. 

Looking down between the fences are 
eight glass-and-concrete gun towers manned 
24 hours a day by sharpshooting guards with 
weapons ranging from automatic carbines to 
wired missiles that can bring down a helicop- 
ter. Security is just as tight behind the fences. 
Eight iron-grilled doors separate the prison- 
ers from the outside: cuch door is controlled 
by coded electronic signals. 

Closed-circuit television cameras are 
everywhere. So are the prison's 1 88 guards, 
who seem to appear in the broad corridors 
the instant there's even a hint of trouble 
behind the bars. 

Welcome to the federal penitentiary at 
Marion. America's maximum security prison, 
which was built on the Crab Orchard 
National Wildlife Refugee in southern 
Illinois for $16 million in 1963. That was the 
year Alcatraz was closed and its inmares 
transferred here. 

The inmates are men who murdered 
policemen. FB I agents or other inmates these 
are men in prison for armed bank robberies, 
armed hijacking of airliners and armed 
escapes from other prisons. These arc men 
whose prison sentences average 37 years, 
more than three times the national average. 

Here are Mafia chieftains who've stayed 
out of prison for years and criminals so com- 
mon they’ve spent most of their lives in pri- 
sons. And a man who's so unmanageable he's 
been in 2S prisons in the last five years. And 
another who has been transferred so often 
from prison to prison that he's spent almost as 
much time on prison buses as in prison. 
Marion is home for the most rebellious, 
assaultive and murderous inmates in the fed- 
eral prison system. Welcome to the new 
Alcatraz. Marion is on the far end of the 
spectrum of tough prisons and energies here 
are directed toward maintaining control over 
the prison's desperate occupants. 

“Most offenders in Marion have gone 
through other federal institutions. They have 
graduated to Marion, if you will, "says 
Harold G. Miller, a crew-cut 51 -year-old 
veteran of Alcatraz who is now warden of the 
Marion Penitentiary/' 

Right now there are 325 inmates in 
Marion, down from 475 five years ago, 
before the FBI turned over enforcement of 
bank robberies and car thefts to the states. 
Sixty percent are white, 30 percent are black, 
most of the rest are Hispanic and Indian. 
More than 25 percent are bank robbers and 
more than 80 of the inmates are “lifters”

NEW YORK (LAT) — The ghosts of Vie- 
tnam still haunt the Americans. To people 
who cared and marched and voted, whether 
for ur against U.S. participation,' the war still 
ignites the fiercest of passions. It remains, in 
the words of sociologist Peter Berger, 
“touchstone of moral anguish 1 * for many 
Americans. 

As Central America shoves its way into 1 
political consciousness, the. debate about the 
U.S. role begins to sound like a tiresome 
re-run of Vietnam. If ever we needed a fix on 
the moral and political countouis of that 
bloody con flict, it is now. Both of these books 
try to be sober guides to discussion. Unfortu- 
nately. for a variety of reasons, neither is 
much help. 

Why We Wen in Vietnam is easily the better ; 
of the two. It is dear, succinct and surpris- 
ingly free of the chip on the shoulder we have 
come to expect from Norman Podhoretz, yet 
in the end iris little more than an apologia for 
the official U.S. position of the “60s and 
early" 70s. _ 

The Endless War purports to shake off eth- 
nocentrism and analyze the Communist vic- 
tory from the perspective of the past 50 years 
of Vietnamese history. It is, though, just as 
much an apology (for the Vietnamese Com- 
munists). and it suffers from awkward writing 
and an organizational scheme that seems 
designed to put off all but the most dogged of 
readers. 

For all that. The Endless War does under- 
score a reality that Podhoretz still refuses to 
admit, that Vietnam was one country, tem- 
porarily divided by -the Geneva accords of 
1 954, not two, and that the war was a civil 
wir. More ostrich than hawk, Podhoretz 
shuts his eyes to Harrison's convincing evi- 
dence that many leaders north and south 
grew up in the apposite section of Vietnam, . 
that they shared a common language and cul- 
ture, and that the accords assumed reunifica- 
tion of the country in 1956. 

Unwilling to accept Vietnam on its own 
terms, Podhoretz dings , to. the discredited 
Munich analogy. Why was the United States 
in Vietnam? Simply, he says, to save non- 
communist South Vietnam, from an aggres- 
sor, Communist North Vietnam. In light of 
the Stalinist nature of the united postwar Vie- 
tnam, complete with concentration camps 
and hundreds of thousands of “boat people," 
Pad horete asserts, opponents of U.S. 
involvement am charge that .we were naive 
about our ability to stave off the Commimists, 
but hardly that wc were immoral. 

Podhoretz, the conservative editor .of 
Commentary maaaimel thinks the triumph of 
a nvage reginm m Vietnam makes anti-war 
activists look sfflty, ant^s of course they like 
what they see there. Jna way, Harrison falls 
into this trap. 

Obviously a leftist of some variety, Ham- 
son «feo seems to espouse a peculiar know- 


nothing morality. Summing up things at the 
end of his book, he quotes from both an 
escaped monk ("under Tbieu, we were only 
protesting against corruption. Now under 
communism, we cannot exist at all") and a 
Saigon journalist C‘in a hundred years I think 
the Communist government is the only gov- 
ernment that has done a lot for the country of 
Vietnam 1 *). Is this being an even-handed his- 
torian, asHazrison wants us to believe, or just 
a morally obtuse one? 

One hopes that Harrison's classes at 
Hunter College are better organized than this 
book. It -dans confusingly back and forth in 
time, narrates military operations as though 
they were sluggish chapters m Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Giap's classic texts, charts Commun- 
ist-Party developments without describing 
their political context. To his credit, Harrison 
grants that North Vietnam had a “harsh dic- 
tatorial side/* As for the use of terror in the 
south, he contends that the South Vietnam- 
ese government resorted to It far more than 
the Viet . Cong ever did; he convinces only 
that the VC were more skillful assassins. 

’■ fruits halting way. The Endless War ' docu- 
ments the fateful linking of Vietnamese 
communism with Vietnamese, nationalism. If 
not a marriage made in heaven, it was a union 
destined to last — : and to legitimize Ho’s 
claim to being the modern George Washing- 
ton of his country. ^ That fact, joined to 
remarkable organizational skills and a fanati- 
cal ideology, Harrison says, made the Com- 
munists winners in Vietnam. Most students of 
Vietnam will have got the message already 
from Frances Fitzgerald” s Fire in the Lake. 

Podhoretz is too discerning to accept all the 
old shiboleths. He knows that North Vietnam 
was no surrogate for Chinese aggression, that 


. it refrained from any bloodbath after winning 
the war, that the bominoes beyond Laos and 
Cambodia have not fallen. He reminds us, 
since the U.S- media did not, that the TET 
offensive was a defeat for the Viet Cong, not 
a victory, and that the My Lai atrocities were 
an aberration, not the rule.

The list of Marion inmates reads like the 
FBI’s “Most Wanted" list on post office 
walls. Robert Platshom. 3S. serving 64 years 
for being the leader of the souih Florida mari- 
juana smuggling ring called the “Black T- 
una.” Everett Van Burkeit, 33. a convicted 
bank robber accused of killing two inmares in 
other federal prisons. Garrett Trapneil. 44. 
serving a life sentence for hijacking a TWA 
jei for a $300,000 ransom. Bernard Welch. 
41. the accused murderer of Washington. 
D.C. cardiologist Michael Halberstam. 
Henry Gargano. 50. serving 199 years for 
killing two policemen after robbing a subur- 
ban Chicago bank. Also here is Gargano's 
partner. Ronald Del Raine. 51. who is serv- 
ing 204 years for the same crime. 

The toughest job prison authorities have at 
Marion is keeping all these inmates penned 
up. There have been 1 2 full-fledged escape 
attempt at Marion, five of which succeeded in 
springing inmates over the fence. All were 
found and brought back to Marion, however. 
No inmate has ever escaped permanently 
from Marion. 

In a wav. Gargano and Del Raine typify the 
Marion inmate, in 1975. Gargano was one of 
five listening to a lecture on labor conditions 
in Mexico in the prison visitng room, which is 
near the front lobby. While the lecturer 
droned on, the five inmates slipped out of the 
half-darkened room and used an electronic 
device they had fashioned in the prison shop 
to open up the three doors between them and 
freedom. To their surprise, all three doors 
opened at once and they fled into the thicken- 
ing evening mist. 

Their escape didn’t last. Three days later, 
three were caughts in Salem. 111.. 70 miles 
away, and the next day Gargano was caught 
in Bloomfield. Ind.. 30 miles farther on. The 
fifrh wascaprured about two weeks later in 
Winnipeg. Canada, where he held people 
hostage while robbing a bank. Gargano was 
returned to Marion and served a year in what 
inmates call “the hole.” 

With three other inmates. Del Raine tried 
to escape from Marion again several months 
ago. Tbe four men spent months cutting 
through cell block bars with just the sliver of a 
hacksaw blade, then raced through the open 
bars one night in a wild bolt for freedom. One 
made it as far as the inner fence, the other 
three didn't even get that far before they were 
caught. 

There is as much mayhem in the lives of 
Marion inmates inside the prison walls os 
there has been outside the walls. In the 1 7 
years the prison has been open, five Marion 
inmates have committed suicide. IS have 
been murdered and one guard has been 
beaten to death. Fist fights and assaults with 
handmade weapons are frequent enough to 
keep a full-time doctor and orderly busy- 
treating emergency cases. 



somersault 
eludes circus stars

NEW YORK.(R) — Hurtling from the top 
of the Madison Square Garden arena at a 
speed of more than 80 miles (130 km) an 
hour, Miguel Vazquez attempts the near- 
impossible — a quadruple backward somer- 
sault — before meeting the hands of his 
catcher. 

Vazquez’ hands and those of his brother, 
Juan, brush but fail to lock, and he plunges 
into the net during a performance of the 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus. 

Once again, the 17-year-oJd Vazquez, the 
reigning superstar of the flying trapeze, has 
failed in his quest to do the first-ever “quad- 
ruple" at a public performance. But neither 
Miguel nor Juan is daunted. For they are 
convinced that any day now Miguel will write 
a new chapter in circus history by completing 
four full revolutions in the air and winding up 
in the clutches of his 31 -year-old brother. 

Miguel, the youngesr member of the Flying 
Vazquez trapeze group from Mexico, is rhe 
first aerialisi to accomplish a recorded com- 
pletion of a quadruple somersault, a goal that 
had eluded the world's grearest trapeze 
artists for generations. 

The feat was achieved during a practice 
session in Long Beach. California in August, 
and was recorded on video tape, as were six of 
his dozen so subsequent quadruples in prac- 
tice. 

Some circus oldtimers say Charles and 
Ernest Clarke performed a quadruple in the 
early part of the century. And Tito Gaona. a 
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former aerial artist with Ringling Brothers 
and now the star flyer in a European Circus, is 
believed to have performed the feat six years 
ago. 

But those quadruples, which-.^also are 
reported to have been accomplished fn prac- 
tice sessions, were not recorded on tape. 

To Miguel Vazquez, the thrill of complet- 
ing a quadruple is exhilarating. With only a 
narrow net below, it is also dangerous. 

"When I finish the quadruple. Tin going so 
fast that I can’t see and don't know where I 
am,” Miguel said. “Everything has to be done 
by instinct in a split second.” 

Timing and skill are key elements in 
accomplishing a quadruple, his brother Juan 
said. “In a way it's like a beautiful piece of 
music. You must have the right tempo and 
the right timing. I'm hanging upside down on 
the horizontal bar, swinging back and forth. 
And Miguel must start his descent, from as 
high as possible, at the right time/' 

Failure, both brothers know, can result in 
tragedy. Poor timing can send the flyer plung- 
ing into the catcher s shoulders or head. And, 
if the flyer loses control or is deflected by a 
bungled catch, he may miss the net and 
plummer to the ring. 

“You never think about the danger," said 
the third Vazquez brother in the group, 
Felipe, 27. like Miguel a 'flyer/ "If you did, 
you wouldn't do it. And we all know that 
when trapeze accidents happen, it's almost 
always because a wire breaks or the rigging 
gives way, not because of the Oyer or 
catcher." 

Still, members of the Flying Vazquez are 
well aware of the danger inherent in aerial 
acts. 

Juan Vazquez’ wife Patricia, the third flyer 
in the group, recalled how, two years ago, her 
16-year-old cousin, Julio Was, a member of 
the’ Flying Farias in the Ringling Brothers 
Circus, was killed while attempting a three- 
and-a-half somersault. 

And on February 20, while Miguel was 
seeking the first-ever quadruple, his sister. 
Marguerite, 29, broke her neck while per- 
forming in Atlanta for the Ringling Brothers 
■ red' unit (the circus is divided into two travel- 
ing units). 

Spinning 50 feet (15 meters) above the 
center ring while hanged by her hair. Margu- 
erite's hair came loose from the safety har- 
ness, sending her hunting to the ring below. 
Miguel flew to her bedside that night. 

"We were ve ry nervous that night, thinking 
about Marguerite, but we had to go on/’ Juan 
.said. 

Although her doctors have not said 
whether she will be able to perform again. 
Marguerite 'and her brothers say they are 
convinced she will return to the circus! 

Juan’s wife, Patricia, said most trapeze 
artists are fatalistic. “You can’t think of the 
danger, but we're always prepared for 
tragedy," she said. “And when it happens, it 
affects us just like any other family. The big 
difference is that we have to go out and per- 
form the same night as though nothing hap- 
pened.”

Corneal sandwich operation promises to repair uncorrectable vision

HARTFORD, Conn. (LAT) — The 
patient was not needed in the operating room 
during the first hour. His surgeons were 
occupied in a corner of the room, using a 

S70.000 stainless steel lathe to shape a frozen 
piece of human comea into a disk less than a 
quarter of an inch in diameter and six- 
thousandths of an inch thick. 

Only when they had finished the precision 
work was the patient. 64-year-old John 8. 
Wale nt icon is. wheeled into the room. In the 
next hour, the surgeons sliced open the 
comea — the outermost layer — of his badJy 
impaired left eye and precisely positioned the 
tiny circle of material inside. The corneal 
sandwich would serve as a new lens. Its thick- 
ness had to be correctly measured to within 
four ten-thousandths of an inch. 

This delicate, exacting and controversial 
surgery at New Britain General Hospital is 
reserved for the few people whose vision 
cannot be corrected with thick spectacles, 
contact lenses or an artificial lens inside the 
eye. It is being performed regularly in only 
five other hospitals in the United States. 

W r alenticonis. a metal lathe operator with 
one good eye. was a perfect candidate. 

He could not be fined for glasses because 
his face had been smashed in an industrial 
accident 26 years ago and his reconstructed 
nose was off center. He could not wear a 
contact lens because the front of his left eye 
had been split in another accident a year 
later, leaving a scar. Cataract surgery in 1 975 
ruled out going back into the eye to install a 
plastic lens. 

Walenticonis, however, was not content 
with his poor vision. “ l‘ve been doing every- 
thing in the shop.” he said recently. “They 
say I'm better on the lathe than some guys 
with two eyes. 

** But when you want to drive a car at night, 
you can’t with one eye .... I can see the televi- 
sion at home, but it’s hard. And my work is 
getting harder and busier. So I decided I've 
got to have vision in both eyes. Better vision 


means better work.” 

So a month ago, Walenticonis asked for the 
still experimental comeal surgery, called 
keratophakia, knowing the results could 
range from 20-20 vision in his left eye to 
continued near blindness. His surgeon was 
Dr. Daniel M. Taylor, a clinical professor of 
ophthalmology at the University of Connec- 
ticut Health Center. Dr. Alan L. Stem would 
assist. 

Walenticonis would be Taylor's l8tb 
keratophakia operation. He and Stem had 
performed their first on March 10. 19S0, 
after being trained by Dr. Jose I. Barraquer, 
who had developed the technique in the 
mid-1960s in Bogota, Colombia. 

The technique was still new in the United 
States because of its complexity and the spe- 
cial equipment it required. 

Taylor and Stern had prepared for that first 
operation by putting themselves and their 
New Britain General team through a dozen 
Four-hour practice sessions using eyes from 
the Connecticut Eye Bank and wax models. 
Taylor was the founding medical director of 
the 20-year-old eye bank, which supplies 
Connecticut's two dozen comeal transplant 
surgeons with donor eyes, and also provides 
eyes for research and training. 

The eye bank, which is housed at the hospi- 
tal and supported by the fraternal order of 
odd fellows, played a crucial role in Waien- 
ticonis" operation. The donated cornea of an 
84-year-old woman who died that morning 
was unsuitable for a transplant, but adequate 
for keratophakia. A shortage of donor eyes 
has kept more than 100 people waiting for 
corneal transplants for up to a year. 

Operating Room 5 — the eye room, as it is 
called — is at the end of a corridor, deliber- 
ately isolated from the rest of the surgical 
suits in order to keep it as clean as possible. 
Dust and dirt that settled in an eye during 
surgery could cause infection and perma- 
nently distort vision. 

The doctors wear blue lintless paper gowns 
and tight-fitting plastic gloves. The sterile 
sheets on the instrument tables and over the 


patient also are paper. All the instruments, in 
addition to being sterilized, are washed with 
distilled water just before use. 

The lathe is in a comer, under an air-flow 
hood that sucks off the dust and minute parti- 
cles stirred up by the machine. The surface of 
the lathe and all its knobs have been steril- 
ized. 

A third physician. Dr. Barry Atlas, takes 
his place in front of a small computer just 
inside the door of the room. The computer, 
when fed precise measurements of Walen- 
ticonis* eye and the eye bank eye. will calcu- 
late exactly how thick the new corneal piece, • 
called the lenticule, must be. 

Taylor, working at a side table, opens a 
small bottle from the eye bank that contains 
the donated eye. He then puts together a 
small, stainless steel rotating knife called a 
microkeratorae. The SI 1,000 instrument 
uses an inch-long razor blade which spins at 

10,000 revolutions per minute. Taylor 
examines the blade through magnifying glas- 
ses and detects a nick. A second blade is 
perfect, and he inserts it. 

Holding the eye bank eye in a suction ring. 
Taylor uses the raicrokeratome to slice off the 
top of the cornea. The piece is about a third of 
an inch in diameter and two one -hundredths 
of an inch thick. 

Taylor passes the piece to Stem, who is 
seated at the lathe. Stem measures the thick- 
ness of the piece and calls out the numbers to 
Atlas, a young eye surgeon Taylor is training 
at the University of Connecticut The 
residual part of the donor cornea is measured 
and those numbers are entered in the compu- 
ter. 

Atlas then adds measurements made ear- 
lier on Walenticonis' eye, runs all the num- 
bers, through the computer, and calls out the 
proper lathe settings to Stem. 

The piece of cornea is stained fluorescent 
yellow and mounted on the lathe, where a 
flow of carbon dioxide gas cools it to minus 21 
degrees Centigrade. The comea must be fro- 
zen solid before it can be shaped. 

Stern makes the precise adjustments 


needed to move the cutting •' w ge slowiy .a 
and across the comea. checking the readings 
several times as he works. 

The surgeons relax a little while Walen- 
ticonis, who is awake but tranquilized, is 
wheeled in and helped onto the operating 
table. 

The doctors sit on stools at the head of the 
operating table. Their fust task is to draw 
small lines. like the hands of a clock, on 
Walenticonis' comea. They will be used as 
reference markers so the comea can be put 
back exactly where it was. 

Holding rings of various sizes are placed on 
Walenticonis’ eye until one fits properly. 
Then the raicrokeratome is slid into grooves 
on the ring and the top of his comea is sliced 
off. Drops of a salt solution are constantly 
squirted on the eye to keep it moist. 

The slice of Walenticonis’ comea ‘is then 
sewn back; a small section is left unstitched. 
The curved needle and thread are so thin that 
they cannot be seen from a few feet away. 
The lenticule is next taken from a dish and 
put on a tiny slotted spatula. The instrument 
looks like it belongs in the kitchen of a doll- 
house. 


Taylor slides the lenticule in between the 
layers of Walenticonis cornea, making a 
sandwich. Now more stitches are put in. Their 
tightness is crucial in determining whether 
vision wfll be improved. . 

In addition to insuring the sandwich is the 
proper thickness — if a few ten-thousandths 
of an inch too thin or thick, it will bend light 
entering the eye too much or too little to 
focus images correctly on Walenticonis 
retina — the doctors check for astigmatism, 
ani m proper curvature on the cornea that also 
distorts images. 

An attachment on the microscope projects 
a circle of dots of light on the cornea to meas- 
ure the curvature. At first, they are not m a 
perfect circle. 

“John, John, can you see the light?” Taylor 

asks- . 

“Not really see it, but I see some ©right- 
ness.” Walenticonis replies. 

“ Look up John, as far as you can. Try to 
roll your eye up,” Stem says. 

The surgeons adjust the stitches to smooth 
ou. the comeal curve. The operation is 
almost over. 

The doctors sew the eyelid shut and put a 


pressure pad over the eye. Then they tape % 
a shield. That bandage wflistay in place fo r , 
few days. 

-This kind of surgery is only for tU*. 
patients who can’t be treated by more con- 
servative means.” Taylor said afterward. His 
results haw been encouraging — no oper$. 
rive failures, no infections. Seven of his fm, 
10 patients have between 20*30 and 2tMfl 
vision within a year- 

The eyelid stitches and patch bandage on 
Walenticonis were taken off two days after 
the surgery and he was sent home. 

Since it takes weeks lor the eye torecnvu 
from the surgery. Walcmiconis won't knu* 
for some time bow successful Taylor has 
been. 

■* I just see light and flurry figures still” he 
said nine days after the operation. "That’s 
what they mid me to expect for a while. Bun 
feel great. 1 don’t remember much of rhe 
operation. 1 thought it took maybe five to IQ 
minutes, that* s all.” 

“They told me it might not work, that I had 
to take my chances- But I asked Dr. Taylor to 
do. anything he could to help me and I'm 
satisfied be did.” 


Astronomers predict supernova explosion 
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Saturday May 8

WASHINGTON (AP) — A stellar event 
of the highest magnitude is imminent; say 
astronomers, who are predicting that the 
largest star in the M3ky Way could at any 
moment become the next supernova observ- 
able from Earth. 

The rare phenomenon; signalling, a mas- 
sive exploding swollen star, could occur at 
any time — today or 10.000 years from now 
— but astronomers say it will be “soon” in the 
cosmic scale of time. 

When it does, the star will suddenly appear 
to be up to 100 million times brighter than 
before it exploded and could be seen even in 
broad daylight for a white. 

Dr. Kris Davidson of the University of 
Minnesota in Minneapolis said recently that 
the star Eta Carinae appears to be the most 
likely candidate in our part of the Milky Way 
galaxy to become a supernova. 

“It may not be the next, but we can’t iden- 
tify another one that will go off in the next 

100,000 years,” Davidson said. 

Scientists estimate that a supernova occurs 
eyery 50 years among the billions of stars in 
our galaxy. But because only about a tenth of 
the galaxy is visible from the Earth, one can 
be observed only every- couple of hundred 
years. 

The last supernova recorded occurred in 
1 604. however, so another is long overdue. 

Eta Carinae, visible only from the southern 
hemisphere, appears to be the only star of its 
kind discovered in the Milky Way. It is 1 00 
times more massive than the sun and has a 
diameter of about 60 million miles, compared 


with less than a million miles for the sun. 

" We call it a blue super giant and it really is 
unique.” Davidson said. “There are some 
stars in other galaxies that look similar, and 
these are among rhe most luminous stars 
there are.” 

Such a star has a typical lifetime of only 2or 
3 million years, compared with c everal billion 
years for a slower-burning body such as the 
sun. The giant stars are so bright because they 
burn up their hydrogen fuel at a tremend- 
ously accelerated rate, astronomers say. 

Stars become supernovas when they burn 


up most of their gas, swell-up and then 
explode in a burst of light ami energy. 

The explosion of Eta Carinae would cause 
it to give off more light than the combined 
brilliance of all the ot her stars for a period uf 
weeks, Davidson said. It would be visible 
from Earth as a bright point of light. 

Eta Carinae is about 9,000 light years from 
Earth. A light year is the distance light travels 
in space in a year at 186,000 miles per sec- 
ond, about six trillion miles. That means that 
an explosion into a supernova actually may 
have occurred thousands of years ago but 
hasn’t yet become visible here. 


Text squeezing saves millions

LONDON (LPS): A system that could 
save millions of pounds on floppy disks, on 
which most computer data are stored, has 
been developed by. a scientist at a British 
university. 

It is called a compression utility and is 
made up of two computer programs (sets of 
instructions). The first progran. compresses 
English text so that it occupies only 40 per- 
cent of its normal space on the disk. The 
second program restores the text to its nor- 
mal formal when the computer user requires 
iL 

The compression program works by taking 
frequently occurring combinations of charac- 
ters — the very common “th”, for instance — 
and replacing them with a single character. It 
also pmits common words, such as '‘the 1 ’ and 
“a”, whose absence does not affect the mean- 


ing of the text. 

Dr. Dennis Andrews, a neuro-biologist 31 
Keele University in the English midlands, 
developed the utility after becoming frus- 
trated with the limitations on the amount uf 
information he cuuld store on a floppy disk 
while using a microcomputer for his 
researches. 

He and the university have formed a com- 
pany. Keele Codes, to market the utility, to 
be called E40. The United States is seen as its 
biggest market, though it is expected to have 
worldwide application, especially in wurd 
processing equipment, one of the biggest 
users of floppy disks. 

Besides the financial saving — floppy disks 
cost from £2 to £5 and a legal practice, for 
instance, may use three daily — the E4U sys- 
tem will reduce the size of disk libraries and 
speed the transmission of computer data by 
telephone.

During his meeting with Brezhnev, he was 
accompanied by Nicaraguan Foreign Minis- 
ter Miguel d'Escoto.

Brezhnev headed a Soviet delegation 
which incluJed Premier Nikolai A.

The attacker fled the scene and shed his 
outer garments, found near an abandoned 
3S-calibcr pistol around the comer from the 
site of the shooting, said police Capt. Alfred 
White. He said police also found a 9mm aut- 
omatic handgun about 20 feet from the car. 

Gunduz's blood-spattered body lay in his 
car an hour after the shooting as police cord- 
oned off the area in a suburban square about 
1 6 kms from raidtown Boston. 

Gunduz' car, bearing Massachusetts consu- 
lar corps license plate No. 8. came to rest in 
from of a chain-link fence around a private 
home. Pino said police counted nine bullet 
holes in the windshield.

Frenchmen want 
more free time

Salvador has 15-man cabinet 


SAN SALVADOR. May 5 (Agencies) — 
El Salvador s new Constituent Assembly ratif- 
ied 3 1 5 -strong cabinet with some key minist- 
erial posts still held by members of the previ- 
ous civilian-military government, presidency 
sources said. 

They said Gen. Jose Guillermo Garcia 
would remain as defense minister while the 
Foreign Affairs Ministry would continue lo 
be headed by Christian Democrat Fidel Cha- 
vez Menu. Three other ministers also kept 
their jobs. 

The new government of interim president 
Alvaro Magana, which was sworn in Sunday, 
comprises four members of each of the three 
main parties — the Centrist Christian Demo- 
crats. the conservative National Conciliation 
Party (PCN) and the ultra-right Naionalist 
Republican Alliance (Arena). 

One of the Arena appointees is Miguel 
Muy shondt Yudice who. as agriculture minis- 
ter. will handle the Central American coun- 
try's controversial Agrarian reform issue. 
The former government of Christian Democ- 
rat President Jose Napoleon Duarte started 
the reforms, which the United States believes 
are essential to undercut support to leftist 
guerrillas. 

Meanwhile, the provisional coalition gove- 
rnment was greeted with an army announce- 
ment of a major success against leftist guerril- 


las. The army reported ii had killed .it least 
150 guerrillas, regaining control ««i arcus 
under FMNLF control lor several months.

DAR ES SALAAM, May 5 (R) — Minist- 
ers of the so-called “■front-line” African sta- 
tes have given full support to the Southwest 
Africa Peoples Organization (SWAPO), 
dashing Western hopes that they will try to 
persuade SWAPO to accept Western propo- 
sals for a Namibian settlement.

Kenya and the deputy 
foreign minister of Angola expressed full 
support for SWAPO's rejection of latest 
Western proposals. 

The ministers also endorsed a SWAPO call 
for an international conference aimed at tack- 
ling all outstanding issues. The meeting was 
requested by SWAPO President Sam Nuj- 
oma who briefed 'the' ministers on his. movem- 
ent’s position. ' ... 

The Western*’contacr group” on Namibia 
(Southwest Africa) -^.Britain. Canada, Fra- 
nce, Wesi Germany and the United States — 
had suggested that a Namibian constitutional 
assembly be chosen on “one vote counted 
twice” which would result in half the memb- 
ers being chosen on the basis of proportional 
representation and half chosen on a constitu- 
ency basis. 

SWAPO rejected the formula as'it had rej- 
ected earlier Western proposals for' a “one 
man. two votes" .electoral system. Tuesday's 
statement said “the ministers agreed with 
SWAPO's position that this latest proposal 
has not changed the substance of the Western 
five’s earlier proposal on the combination 
system." 

It said "by prefering proportional represe- 
ntation while being equally ready to accept a 
single member constituency system, SWAPO 
has indeed accepted the electoral systems - 
universally practiced. The foreign ministers 
commended SWAPO for its continued flexibil- . 
ity and goodwill in the negotiations and rejec- 
ted claims portraying SWAPOand the front- 
line states as the stumbling block toa negotia- 
ted settlement." 

The ministers said that they "shared 
SWAPO’s deep disenchantment" with the . 
protracted approach to a negotiated solution 
to the Nambian question as proposed by the

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BONN.May 5 (R) — While West Germ- 
any backs Britain in the Falkland crisis. 
Bonn- government officials are smarting at 
the way their country has just been portra- 
yed in a British television film. They say 
relations with their European ally have 
been shaken by allegations in thedocumen- 
;rary that. Argentina could soon produce an 
atom bomb thanks to secret and illicit West 
German assistance. 

The film, screened last month bv the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation (BBC), tra- 
ced an apparent link between German- 
Argentine nuclear- cooperation and Nazi 
scientists who fled to Argentina after World 
War II. 

The assertions caused a major stir in the 
West German media and were promptly 
denied by the government. On television 
lasLpceg^ the depth of ill feeling was made 
dearer still by a senior Bonn official who 
warned that the affair had harmed Anglo- 
German ties. 

The official, deputy government spokes- 
man. Loth Ruehl, complained that while the 
film was widely publicized by the British 
press, the official West German side of the 
story had been ignored. 

V A British Foreign Office statement defe- 


nding Bonn's record on nuclear cooperat- 
ion had not softened the impact, he said. 
“The public are just not in a position when 
they see such a film ... to judge what is 
correct in it and what is false. That means 
such films disturb international relations 
and at times those between allied and frien- 
dly states." 

Privately. Bonn officials up to cabinet 
level are indignant at the way the BBC film, 
titled Germany and the Argentine Bomb f lin- 
ked their country's Nazi past with a lieged exp- 
orts of sensitive nuclear know-how. 

"These are grave allegations." one offic- 
ial commented. “People here feel hurt bec- 
ause they would expect a certain amount of 
fairness in an allied country.” 

Others were less diplomatic, among them 
Bavarian State Premier Franz Josef Strauss, 
who was interviewed by the BBC about his 
role as Bonn’s minister for atomic questions 
in the mid-1950s. "For me it is a sign of 
inveterate Germ an -baiting that regrettably 
emerges in this, a scandal for the BBC that 
such a thing was ever broadcast." he said. 

The key witness in the BBC film was Wal- 
ther Schnurr. 77, a qualified chemist and 
former Nazi who returned to Germany 


from Argentina when an atomic research 
center was established in Karlsruhe in 1956. 
According ro the documentary. Dr. Schnurr 
larer concluded an accord with Argentina 
providing for a transfer of nuclear fuel repr- 
ocessing equipment which can be used for 
making a bomb. 1 

Strauss said on West German television it 
was natural that Nazi era scientists should 
have been involved in postwar Germany’s 
nuclear research effort — just as some of 
their colleagues had helped the United Sta- 
tes develop missiles. He sard Dr. Schnurr 
was recommended to him inl959 by a senior 
executive in the chemical industry ^ but was 
probably taken on only by his successor as 
minister. 

West Germany says it has been supplying 
Argentina with technology’ for peaceful 
nuclear power program since 1969. with the 
approval of the Vienna-based International 
Energy Agency (1EA). The government 
denies a role in any fuel reprocessing in 
Argentina. 

Furthermore, officials say, there is no 
technical evidence that plutonium, the raw 
material of nuclear weapons, is being prod- 
uced there outside the realm of internatio- 
nal controls. / 


Hinckley’s troubled past recalled at trial 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (Agendas) — 
Lawyers for John Hinckley, charged with att- 
empting to assassinate President Ronald 
Reagan, are; seeking to portray him as a hig- 
hly troubled young man living in a fantasy 
world. 


During opening arguments Tuesday chief 
■fense lawyer vjncenr Fuller told a jury of 


defense lawyer \fincenr Fuller told a jury of 
seven women and five men that Hinckley was 
a failure at almost e verything he tried and had 
become increasingly isolated and consumed 
by fantasy. 

Detailing wb at he called Hinckley’s troub- 
led mental history over the past several years. 
Fuller said he had once stood with a gun and 
contemplated suicide outside the apartment 
building where ex-Beatle John Lennon was 


murdered. 

Fuller also said at one time Hinckley, 26, 
considered killing actress Jodie Foster. Both 
the prosecution and defense contend the ass- 
assination attempt on Reagan was somehow 
connected to Hinckley’s infatuation with 
Miss Foster. 

Prosecutor Roger Adelman told the jury 
the shooting on March 30, 1981, in which 
Reagan and three others were seriously wou- 
nded, was "a deliberate, planned, indeed a 
calculated act" 

Hinckley has pleaded not guilty on the 
grounds of insanity. Adelman told the jury 
the government would present evidence 
showing the shooting was carefully planned 
and calculated. 


Falklands boosts Thatcher party 


LONDON, May 5 (AFP) — The Falklands 
crisis may turn out to be an electoral boon for 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher’s Conser- 
vative Party inBritish local elections Thurs- 
day, political sources here said. 

The rilling government traditionally takes 
a beating when local councilors, whose main 
areas of jurisdiction are education and hous- 
ing, are chosen. But the Conservative Party 
was already scoring better in public opinion, 
polls in. March before taking a huge jump in 
popularity after Argentina’s military takeo- 
ver of the British-ruled Falklands on April 3.

Hinckley range in age from 22 to 64. Four are 
government employees, two are retired and 
six work in private business. 

Although Hinckley has admitted he shot the 
president and three other men, the governm- 
ent still must prove it. Hinckley, who will be 
27 on May 29. claims he was insane and thus 
not responsible for his action. 

The publicity for the trial would have been 
even more intense than it is now if Reagan 
had agreed to be a witness. Another victim 
who will not be testifying is White House 
press secretary James Brady, who reportedly 
recalls little about the March 30, 1981 , shoot- 
ing that led to a 1 3-count indictment against 
Hinckley. 

He is charged in five of 13 felony counts 
with offences punishable by life in prison. 


HONG KONG. May 5 (Agencies) — 
Police armed with automatic rifles and riot- 
control gear Wednesday sealed off the Kai 
Tak north refugee camp here and arrested 
176 persons following three days of clashes 
between Vietnamese and Chinese from the 
country’s south. 

More than 1,000 police swooped down at 
Tuesday midnight on the 7.450-slrong camp 
run by the United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees (UNHCR) and confined 
residents to their dormitories to halt violence 
that injured about 30 persons, officials said. 

Half of the 176 arrested in the biggest 
police operation in recent years were to 
appear in a court here Thursday on various 
charges of disturbing the peace and posses- 
sion of weapons, a government spokesman 
said. 

There were no repons Wednesday of 
further violence which flared at the weekend 
when two groups waiting for resettlement in 
third countries clashed with molotov cock- 
tails. bottles, meat-choppers and other 
weapons. 

Initial reports said the clashes were 
sparked by the North Vietnamese refugees' 
celebrations of the fall of Saigon on April 30, 
3975. But a UNHCR statement said Wed- 
nesday the disturbances “appear to revolve 
around differences between ethnic Chinese 
and Vietnamese residents of the center." 

The disturbances have highlighted the 
plight of some 11.000 Vietnamese refugees 
still stranded in Hong Kong, most with little 
prospect of resettlement elsewhere. 

Hong Kong has been the prime goal for 
refugees fleeing from north and central Viet- 
nam and the next few months is the season 
when monsoon winds drive them this way. 
Most of the refugee boats from southern Vie- 
tnam go to Malaysia, Indonesia and Thai- 
land. Southerners among Hong Kong's 
refugees are usually people picked up by pas- 
sing ships. 

About 4,000 are in transit camps, either 
being interviewed for possible resettlement 


or awaiting departure for the country which 
has accepted them. The rest are in the Kai 
Tak camp. 

“For the ethnic Chinese it is much easier," 
one official said.”They can speak Cantonese, 
which means they can get work more easily 
and fit in better socially. But for ihe Viet- 
namese, and many of them are in their early 
20s." life is restricted to the camp and can be 
darfned frustrating. Resentment builds up 

very quickly, especially when he realizes he 
has nowhere to go after Hong Kong and is 
more or less stuck in alien society." 

The UNHCR is trying to discourage the 
exodus by promoting its “orderly departure 
program by which Vietnamese wanting to 
leave their homeland apply ro authorities and 
try to get on a list acceptable to places like the 
United States. 


Soviets to pay 


Swedish cost 


MOSCOW. May 5 <R1 — The Soviet 
Union has agreed to pay compensation foll- 
owing the stranding of a Soviet submarine 
near Sweden's Karlskrona naval base last 
October. Swedish sources here said Wednes- 
day. They said the Soviet authorities had 
promised to pay well over one million krona 
($17,200) and had already sought instructi- 
ons on how to deposit the money with the 
Swedish government. 

Stockholm had demanded payment for the 
cost of guarding and later refloating the sub- 
mariner which caused acute embarrassment 
to the Kremlin and a sharp deterioration in 
Soviei-Swedish relations. 

The Swedish government said the vessel 
was on a spying mission and also carged that it 
was carrying nuclear weapons. The submar- 
ine ran aground in a narrow channel deep 
inside Swedish territorial waters and was held 
for 1 1 days, during which Swedish officials 
interrogated the captain.

IMF governors vote 
to admit Hungary 


WASHINGTON. May 5 (AFP) — The 
governors of rhe International -Monetary 
Fund (IMF) have voted to admit Hungary to 
the fund, thereby also opening Budapest's 
way to the World Bank, sources have said 
here. 

They said Tuesday a big majority of rhe 
governors had approved Hungary's applicat- 
ion to the IMF, which was submitted in Nov- 
ember. Voting on the application closed Tue- 
sday night. 

Budapest's admission to the fund is expec- 
ted to be announced within the next few days. 
Its entry to the World Bank, the twin of the 
IMF and also born under the B return Woods 
agreement, will then be automatic. 

The only Communist countries of Europe 
currently belonging to the two bodies are 


Romania and Yugoslavia. Poland, which ost- 
entatiously withdrew from them in 1950, 
applied for readmission in November. Its 
application is still "under review", but is unl- 
ikely to be approved as long as Warsaw main- 
tains its hardline attitude. 

Various non-European Communist states 
belong to both the IMF and the World Bank, 
notably Vietnam. Laos and Communist 
China, which was admitted two years ago. 

Romania's application to the two bodies 
rook nobody by surprise since it has been 
cultivating economic relations with the West 
particularly the United States, for several 
years. Two years ago Washington agreed 
to give Budapest access to its Export-Import 
Bank, while continuing to refuse its facilities 
to the Soviet Union.

Skoda makes giant strides 


DETROIT, May 5 (R) — Sales of U.S.- 
built cars in April totaled 498,630 compared 
with 533,724 in the same month last year, a 
fall of 6.6 percent, the car companies have 
reported. This is the sevenrh successive 
month of declines and comprised the entire 
1982 model year to date, which began Oct. 1, 
1981. 

The Five U.S. carmakers sold 206.204 cars 
in the April 21 -30 period against 220.257 in 
1981, including estimates for American 
Motors Corporation, which reports sales only 
monthly. The daily sales rates for the period 
and for the month were lowest in 21 years. 
The year-to-date domestic car sales totaled 
1,899, 3 IS, down 16.2 percent from 
2.266,193 in the comparable 1981 period.

The nuclear power business is to 
become Skoda's biggest export to Comecon 
and it will push up the share of exports in the 
Concern's total production from 40 percent 
today to 50 percent by the end of the decade. 

Two-thirds of the Skoda concern's exports 
go to the Socialist bloc and half of that to the 
Soviet Union. The concern’s vice-president 
for commercial relations. Jiri Kubicek, says 
that the advantage of trading so heavily with 
the Soviet Union is that 'it gives us a firm, 
long-term perspective and the possibility of 
selling in volume.' 


ADCO steps up 
Arabization 


ABU DHABI, May 5 (WAM) — Arab 
nationals form 64 percent of the workforce in 
the higher cadres and 44 percent in other 
cadres of the Abu Dhabi Company for 
Onshore 03 Operations (ADCO), according 
to the company's annual report for 1981 pub- 
lished recently. 

This shows a significant progress in imple- 
menting the company’s Arabisation policy. 
The year 1981 saw the greatest growth in 
manpower in the company's history. At the 
end of the year 1,350 people were employed 
by ADCO, nearly three times the total five 
years ago. 

Recruitment programs were accelerated to 
meet the requirements of the expansion of 
the company's operations, and despite the 
intense competition in the labor market for 
skilled people, there was an increase of 34 
percent in total manpower over 1980. 

ADCO spent some $4 million on training 
programs in 1981. At present there are 97 
company trainees. 53 are in the training 
center and 44 are following higher education 
in the United Kingdom, some of them on 
courses leading to B.Sc. and M.Sc. degrees. 
This is the largest number of trainees in any 
year, sponsored abroad by the company. 

ADCO' s training center was set up in Abu 
Dhabi town in 1963 to train and prepare 
UAE nationals for higher education. 


East bloc states face dearer export credits 


PARIS. May 5 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Lfoion, some of its European allies and rela- 
I tively affluent developing countries of Asia 
and Latin America, could face dearer 
, export credits as a result of talks scheduled 
here this week, reliable sources said today. 

Officials of 24 industrial countries, 
including the United States. Japan and the 
ten-nation European Economic Comraun- 
i ity (EEC! are to meet in Paris Thursday for 
a review of the 1.97S arrangement on 
guidelines for officially supported export 
credits. 

The arrangement expires May 16. Failure 
to renew it could trigger an export credits 
war. The United States, Japan and the 
EEC, the world's major trading powers, are 
now again at loggerheads over current 
minimum interest rates charged for such 
credits. 

However, officials said Tuesday they 
thought a clash could be averted through a 
compromise on the classification of borrow- 
ing countries. Experts stressed that the 
reclassification would affect a significant 
^number of countries. They said it should not 


be seen as a measure of retaliation against 
the U.S.S.R. over its involvement in 
Poland. Observers noted that the question 
of penalizing Moscow was raised after 
thedeclarationof martial law in Poland, as it 
was in the wake of the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

Under EEC proposals drawn up at the 
end of last month. •countries ' with an annual 
per capita income of more than $4 billion 
would be moved from the "intermediary'' 
to "relatively rich”’ category. The Soviet 
Union. East Germany and Czechoslovakia, 
as well as such countries as Spain, could thus 
have to pay interest rates of 1 1 to 11 .25 
percent for export credits, instead of 10.5 to 
1 1 percent at present. 

The majority of developing countries, 
including the least developed, would 
remain in the “relatively poor” category. 

But fast-growing new industrial countries 
(N1CS). such as Algeria, Chile, Brazil, 
Honk Kong. South Korea, Singapore, and 
Taiwan could be shifted to the intermediate, 
group. 

Experts said the countries likely to be 


reclassified account for a large part of the 
total amount of expert credits granted to 
members. Since those countries would have 
to pay more for credits, the overall subsidy , 
element would be significantly reduced, ! 

According to these sources, this might 
help to ease U.S. pressure for an across- , 
the-board Increase in current minimum 
rates. The U.S. wants to reduce “the subsidy j 
element by bringing export credit Tates into 
line with commercial rates. 

Japan, on the other hand, considers pres- 
ent levels as discriminatory against low 
interest rate countries and wants a change. 
EEC countries do not want any change in 
the present range of nominal rates, but their 
proposal on the classification indicates they 
are seeking a compromise, observers said. 

Observers also noted that some Euro- 
pean officials have said in private that 
another increase in rates following last 
November's adjustment for a 6-month trial 
period now expiring would amount to send- 
ing a signal to the capital markets indicating 
that governments do not expect an early 
decline in the market interest rates. ' .

Peking unveils deficit budget 


PEKING, May 5 (R) — Communist China 
Wednesday announced state spending plans 
for the year, including a large drop in expend- 
iture on capital construction. 

The New China News Agency (NCNA) 
quoted Finance Minister Wang Bmgqian as 
saying he expects that this year’s budget defi- 
cit to total three billion yuan ($1.7 bfllion), 
"which wOI be possibly reduced by increasing 
production and practicing economy." 

Last year’s deficit totaled 2.54 bifljon yuan 
(SI .41 billion) slightly below the estimated 
2.7 billion yuan ($1.5 billion) announced last 
November, Wang said. 

The minister also said military spending 
this year would rise to 17.87 billion yuan 
($9.9 billion), an increase of 1 .07 billion yuan 
(5590 million) over last year when such exp- 
enditure was cut by 1 2.7 percent. But diplo- 
matic sources said such figures did not tell the 
full story as much of Chinese military spend- 
ing was hidden under other economic appro- 
priations. 

NCNA quoted Wang as telling the stand- 
ing committee of the National People’s Con- 
gress, China’s parliament, that China plans to 
spend 29.73 billion yuan ($16.5 billion) on

capital construction, a 28.8 percent drop 
compared with spending of 41 .7 billion yuan 
($23.1 bfllion), last year. 

China has in the last few years been sever- 
ely cutting back its spending on heavy indus- 
try and is now concentrating on the light ind- 
ustrial sector. ... 

Diplomatic sources said the fell in capital 
expenditure could also be attributed to wide- 
spread tax evasion by Chinese factories and 
excessive retention of profits. 

They noted that Wang mentioned balanc- 
ing the budget as a prime target as China 
continues to implement financial restraint. 
But they said this was only a short-term goal 
and that Chinese economists realized the 
need to boost state revenues in the long run. 

The sources said the basis on which Chin- 
ese statistics were calculated was often obsc- 
ure, and that accounting methods tended to 
be unorthodox. 

They said that in the West it was not nor- 
mal to include as income receipts from fore- 
ign loans, this year expected to total five bill- 
ion yuan ($2.8 billion), or domestic bond iss- 
ues which are projected to reach four billion 
yuan ($2.2 billion).

The package of economic measures was 
approved Tuesday night by the Argentine 
military committee, made up of president 
Leo po Ido F. Galtieri, who also is commander 
of the army, the commanders of the navy and 
airforce, the defense minister. and Economy 
Minister Roberto Alemann. 


Lufthansa 
may halt 

Iran flights 

BONN. May 5 (R) — Lufthansa said 
Wednesday it is considering stopping flights 
to Iran following an incident involving one o£ 
its planes. 

A scheduled flight to Tehran carrying 150 
passengers was forced to return to Ankara 
early Tuesday when Iran Sunday closed its air 
space. About the same time, a plane carrying 
Algerian Foreign Minister Muhammad Ben- 
yahia crashed in northwestern Iran. 

Tehran said the Lufthansa plane had been 
chased by Iraqi fighters, but the airline said it 
had not been chased, nor shadowed, nor fired 
upon. 

Lufthansa said the pilot had received flight 
clearance before leaving Ankara for Tehran, 
but was abruptly told ro enter Iranian air 
space. The airline resumed three weekly 
flights to Tehran last year after a long Interr- 
uption following the outbreak of Iran-Iraq 


war. 


ITCto debate shoring up tin prices 


LONDON, May 5 (AFP) — The Internat- 
ional Tin Council resumes talks here Thurs- 
day oh how best to support sagging tin prices. 

At the end of a protracted series of meeti- 
ngs last mouth, the council agreed on the 
immediate introduction of export controls on 
producers amounting to a cut in shipments of 
about 15 percent Over the next two months. 

Blit producers feel this supply cut w2G not 
be enough to bring market supplies back into - 
balance, and urge far more severe restricti- 
ons. This view is backed by the council's buf- 
' fer stock manager, Pieter de Koning. 

His heavy support buying over the last few 
weeks has resulted in a huge buffer stock of 
tin totaling more than 30,000 tons worth 220 
million pounds ($380 mfltion). 

But Iris efforts have done little more than . 
keep prices steady. Last week De Koning*s 
agent failed to operate in Penang, where the 
price fell below the “floor" level of the Inter- 
national Tin Agreement. It is the first time 
-this has happened in 25 years, and illustrates 
the sensitivity of the market 

The consumers, for their part, were very 
reluctant to agree to export controls. The 
talks on such a ban dragged on for six weeks 
. before the producers won their point. 

Thursdays meeting will examine the effe- 
cts of these controls, and whether the buffer 
stock manager needs more financial help to 
_«ny out his support operations. 


“mysterious” buyer who recently disrupted 
the market and who is said to still have 
10,000 tons of tin that he is ready to sell if 
prices soar. 

In effect, export controls will be lifted if 
Penang prices hold above Malaysian $32.06 a 
kilo on a 15-day average. The market is curr- 
ently only just above the agreement floor 
price of 29.15. If the price should rise above 
Malaysian $33.52, the buffer stock must sell 
off his holdings. This “must sell” point is 
roughly equivalent to 8,300 pounds sterling a 
metric ton. or 1,000 pounds above current 
levels in London. 


Concorde’s fate 
hangs in balance 

PARIS, May 5 (AFP) — Britain and Fra- 
nce began talks here on the future of their 
joint supersonic Concorde passenger prog- 
ram, French Transport Ministry sources said 
Wednesday. 

Observers speculated that British Secret- 
ary of State for Industry Norman Lament 
would ask French Transport Minister Charles 
Fiterman for a bigger contribution toward the 
running costs of the program. But a British 
spokesman said in London that no final decis- 
ions were likely to be taken. 

Late last year, the two ministers issued a 
joint communique a meeting in London say- 
ing that joint studies in the future of the Con- 
corde program would be continued. 

Recently Air France stopped its Concorde 
flights between Paris. Rio de Janeiro and 
Caracas because they were too expensive to 
run. British Airways also decided to drop its 
Concorde service to Bahrain and Singapore.

Dollar maintains strength

JEDDAH. May 5 — On the Wednesday 
exchanges in Europe, the dollar maintained 
its strength on opening but in later trading 
during the session, there were some losses 
to the' German mark and Japanese yen. The 
British pound was still surprisingly firm and 
trading at 1 .801 0 levels despite the news of 
the worsening military confrontation betw- 
een Britain and Argentina over the Falkla- 
nd: dispute. Some Bank of England support 
was detected during the day but on the 
whole the pound was kept buoyed by stable 
U.K. interest rates. 

In the New York markets Tuesday night. 
U.S. dollar interest rates' continued to rem- 
ain firm and the Federal Reserve Board 
drained reserves out of the system when its 
“Fed fund" prime lending rate fell to below 
15 percent level. 

In Europe on Wednesday. Eurodollar 
deposit rates were also quoted firm at 
15 Vis- 15 Vi percent for the one-month and 
14%-I5 percent levels for the one-year. 
The money markets seemed to be gearing 
themselves for another set of low money 
supply figures this coming Friday, but deal- 
ers said the present rates had already disco- 
unted for this eventuality. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices tumb- 
led further to reach $335 in some sharp 
selling in the major bullion centers and dea- 
lers were expecting some more falls in New 
York on Wednesday night. Silver was stable 
\at $6.82 but speculative buying could enter 


the market for both gold and silver if the 
FaJkiands crisis develops into an open war 
between the combatants.

U.K. car sales 
dip by 13.5% 

LONDON. May 5 (AFP) — New car sales 
in Britain dipped 13.5 percent in the first four 
months of this year compared to the same 
period last year, the Society of Motor Manuf- 
acturers and Traders announced here Wedn- 
esday. 

At its annual general meeting here, the 
society predicted that total car sales this year 
would reach 1.48 million units compared to 
1979’s record figure of 1.7 million. 

Commercial vehicle sales, however, are 7.5 
percent up on the first four months of last 
year although still short of the 1 980 perform- 
ance. The society predicts total sales this year 
of 228.4000, units against 300,565 in 1979. 

■ Society President Geoffhey Moore said the 
chances of a recovery in the automobile indu- 
stry soon appeared slim. He added that the 
British government should take stem action 
against any country that tried to restrict Brit- 
ish car imports.

In March Egypt ratified a nuclear power 
cooperation accord with France, and this 
week’s talks will revolve around the delivery 
terms of the two stations, which will be built 
near Alamein. in northern Egypt.

{Industrial states come to grips with inflation 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP) — The 
rate of increase of consumer prices in indus- 
trial countries slowed during the first part of 
1982, the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) reported Tuesday. 

The slowdown affected all industrial cou- 
ntries, the IMF said. The rate of increase in 
consumer prices in February was 8.4 perc- 
ent compared with 8.9 percent the month 
before, it said. 

The 1 2-month rate of growth was lower 
in the first quarter of 1982 than in the last 
quarter of 1981 for II industrial countries 
for which complete data are available. 
These countries are Australia, Austria. 
Belgium, Finland, West Germany. Ireland, 
the Netherlands. Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and the United States. 

Data for the remaining industrial countr- 
ies are available only through February 
19S2. But with the possible exception of 
Italy, they suggest that the slowdown in 
consumer prices affected all industrial cou- 
ntries in early 1982. 

In Spain and Canada consumer price 
growth accelerated. Of the eight countries 
for which March data are available, seven 
recorded lower rates of price growth, with 
no change from the monrh before in the 
eighth. 

In the May issue of International F inane - 
ud Statistics, monthly publication, the IMF 
said that between January and February 
1982 die industrial countries' imports decl- 
ined 1 1 percent, while their exports rose 6.5 
percent. The drop in the U.S. dollar value of 
l the groups-’ aggregate imports was paced by 


a 19.4 percent fall in imports by the United 
States during the month. 

Swiss imports, on the other hand, were up 
12 percent. Large export gains were registe- 
red by Austria with 17.2 percent. Denmark 
with 12.3 percent, France with 10 percent. 
West Germany 6.3 percent and Japan 13.1 
percent. 

The IMF s most recent quarterly compil- 
ation of the relative costs and prices of 
manufactures of industrial countries shows 
a notable decline in the relative unit labor 
costs, wholesale prices and export unit val- 
ues of the United States between the third 
and fourth’quarters of 1982. Italy. Sweden 
and the United Kingdom were the only 
other industrial countries to record lower 
values for all three indexes of relative costs 
and prices. 

One major trading nation — West Germ- 
any — recorded a rise in the value of all 
three indexes from the third to rhe fourth 
quarter of 1982. Denmark, Italy, Japan, 
Norway, Sweden and the United Kingdom 
showed a decline in the third quarter in 
relative unit labor costs. 

West Germany, Canada and the Netherl- 
ands recorded increases in their unit labor 
costs relative to other industrial countries. 
The IMF said the rise was particularly pro- 
nounced in West Germany and the Nether- 
lands. 

The pattern was different on relative 
wholesale prices and export unit values. 
Italy, Japan. Norway. Sweden, the United 
Kingdom and the United States showed 
lower values for relative wholesale prices 


and unit labor costs. On export unit values 
France, Italy. Sweden, Canada, the United 
Kingdpm and the United States recorded a 
decline during the period with all the other 
industrial countries showing an increase. 

The IMF reported a further slowing in the 
rate of growth of money supply in industrial 
countries during October 1981 — the latest 
month for which data are available — to 4.5 
percent. Only France, Japan and the Nethe- 
rlands had higher rates of growth of money 
supply than in September 1981. Japan's 
rate of 8.4 percent was the highest since 
1978 when the average rate for the year was 
10.S percent. 

“During March 19S2, there appears to 
have been a further decline in the holdings 
of the industrial countries based on reports 
from all but three of the countries of this 
group." the IMF said. "The overall change 
makes some notable shifts in the industrial 
countries' foreign exchange reserves highli- 
ghted by a drop in Italy's holdings and a" rise 
in Switzerland’s." 

The IMF said these were the changes in 
foreign exchange reserves in March: Belg- 
ium, down $105 million. Denmark, down 
$183 million, France, not announced and 
Germany, up $152 million. Ireland, down 
$106 million. Italy, down $3,195 million 
and the Netherlands, up $607 million. Can- 
ada. down $513 million, Japan, down $847 
million and Norway, up $259 million. Swit- 
zerland, up $1,529 million, the United Kin- 
gdom, down $334 million and the United 
States, down $155 million. 


NEW YORK. (AFP) — The United States 
should register a growth rate of 2.2 percent 
on an annual basis during the second quarter 
of this year, the Wharton Institute of 
Economic Forecasting has announced here. 
It said the U.S. economy had touched bottom 
and should soon begin its recovery, adding 
that the gross national product for 1982 
should show a drop of only fouT percent 
despite the bad performance of the first quar- 
ter of 1982. 

LONDON. (AFP) — A 65 million pound 
($117 million) takeover battle broke out 
Wednesday for Anderson Strathclyde, the 
Glasgow -based mining and industrial equip- 
ment group. Making a bid for control of 
Anderson was the South African based Char- 
ter Consolidated, a mining finance house that 
is the industrial and financial arm of Harry O 
Enheimer's empire. Charter, which already 
holds more than 28 percent of Anderson's 
shares, announced a 135 pence a share cash 
bid for the balance of the capital. 

PARIS, (AFP) — The Citizen Watch 
Company of Japan will shortly start up a fac- 
tory at Besancon. east France, which is this 
country's main watch-producing town, the 
company said Wednesday. Company execu- 
tives said this was Citizen’s first foreign plant. 
It would begin assembling quartz watches in 
July using "modules" from Japan. The 
designs were being adopted to meet French 
tastes. 

FRANKFURT. (AFP) — The Mexican 
bank Banco Nacional de Credito Rural S.A. 
is to < launch a 100 million mark ($43 mil- 
lion) loan on the international capital market, 
the West German Banc Deutsche has 
announced here. The loan will be for a period 
of eight years and other conditions will be 
fixed May 14, the bank added. Financial 
observers expect that it will carry an annual 
interest rate of 10.75 percent. 


London stock market 

LONDON, May 5 (R) — The market was 
weak after the overnight sinking of a British 
destroyer by the Argentine forces, dealers 
said. 

Trading was dominated by rumors con- 
cerning the Falk lands dispute and nervous- 
ness kept volume at a low level throughout 
they added. At 1500 hours the ' Financial 
Times index was down 10 points at 574.2 
compared with 570.1 at 2000. 

GEC ended 5p lower at 862 after 852 and 
Thorn ended down 13p at 420. Lloyds and 
Natwest fell 7p and 8p respectively but Barc- 
lays and Midland were unchanged on bal- 
ance. Gold shares drifted with the bullion 
price. 

Sainsbuiy ended unchanged at 650 after 
higher pretax results and A one for one 
capitalization while P and O added 5p to 1 44, 
also after full year results.

LONDON, May 5 (Agencies) — Mark 
Hateley completed his hat-trick with a last 
minute goal to help Coventry City salvage a 
5-5 draw at Southampton in a thrilling Engl- 
ish First Division soccer match Tuesday 
night.

Steve Whitton gave Coventry an 1 1 minute 
lead and after Keegan had equalized 1 0 min- 
utes later, Hateley scored bis first goal two 
minutes before half-time. Keith Cassells then 
leveled for Southampton before Coventry 
took control with goals from Hateley (50th 
minute) and Whitton (59th). 

Southampton then stormed back through 
Alan Ball (60th). Cassell (69th) and Keegan 
before Hateley's dramatic final goal. 

Brighton trounced Wolverhampton Wan- 
derers 2-0 in another First Division match 
and Wolves now look certain to be relegated.

LONDON. May 5 (AFP) — Three of Brit- 
ain's four world title hopes came through 
stem tests with flying colors heie Tuesday. 

Tony Sibson retained his European middl- 
eweight crown at the expense of Frenchman 
Jacques Chinon, European featherweight 
champion Pat Cowdell produced a rare kno- 
ckout punch to dispose of Puerto Rican 
Thomas Diaz and up-and-coming heavywei- 
ght Frank Bruno added another American 
scalp to his already impressive tally when he 
beat Ron Gibbs. 

But Charlie Magri, Britain's fading flywei- 
ght hope, was on the wrong end of some 
heavy punching from Mexican Jose Torres 
and the fight was eventually stopped in the 
ninth round. 

Sibson. whose eyes are now firmly fixed on 
Marvin Hagler'? world tide, was made to 
fight by the tenacious Chinon, and at the end 
of six rounds there was little between the two 
men. But in the seventh. Sibson began to gain 
the upper hand and Chinon suffered a cut 
above the left eye. 

The battle became more intense until in the 
middle of the tenth round, Sibson unleashed 
a powerful left and Chinon was forced to take 
a count of eight. Almost immediately Sibson 
struck again, and the Belgian referee stepped 
in to stop the fight. 

Cowdell took just two minutes 53 seconds 
of the second round to end the challenge of 
Diaz. After an uneventful first round, Cowd- 
ell abandoned his normally cautious appro- 
ach, weighing in with both hands forcing Diaz 
to the floor three times before a hefty right to 
the ribs finished him off. 

Bruno, the 20-year-old heavyweight who 
cannot find a British boxer willing to meet 
him in the ring, at last had a chance to show 
that he can fight. Gibbs actually made a 
match of it and took Bruno further than any 
of his three previous opponents, but still only 
as far as two minutes of the fourth round. 

Gibbs produced a number of punches in 
the first three rounds and appeared to be 
standing up well to Bruno's attacks, but in the 
fourth he was caught by three quick punches 
in succession and wenr down for a count of 
five, before Bruno brought the contest to an 
end with a flurry of activity leaving the refe- 
ree no alternative but to stop the fight. 

Magri appeared to have mastered the tall 
Mexican Torres when things went badly 


wrong for him in the opening seconds of the 
ninth round. He took a hefty left hook which 
floored him. for a count of four, and he drop- 
ped again for a further count of three after a 
series of punches to head and body before the 
referee stopped the fight. 

Mean while. Col in Jones, the British welte- 
rweight champion, is back in light training 
after his appendicitis operation and hopes to 
go ahead with his European title fight against 
Denmark's Hans Henrick Palm this summer. 

It was on the eve of a proposed champions- 
hip fight against Palm in Copenhagen two 
months ago that Jones went down with stom- 
ach pains and had an operation the following 
day. The Palm-Jones fight is now open to bids 
again, but the Welshman's manager. Eddie 
Thomas, wants his man to have a warm-up 
fight before he takes on the Dane. 

" I would not expect him to box before July 
and I hope he will be in action in Wales or 
London. Hopefully the European title fight 
could follow that,’* said Thomas. 

Ireland named a Squad of 1 2 boxers to train 
for the Commonwealth Games in Brisbane 
Australia September. It included welterwei- 
ght Ken Beattie and light-middle Tommy 
Corr already picked to represent Ireland in 
the ensuing World Championships in Mun- 

The Commonwealth Games squad will 
eventually be reduced to five or six. Light 
middleweight Sam Storey, teenage son of lre- 
ish coach Gerry Storey, and Moscow Olym- 
pic competitor Gerry Hawkins are also in the 
provisional squad.

But Kriek broke right back, staving off a 
match point in the 10th game. Then they both 
held serve to send h into tbe tiebreaker, 
which Edwards finally won 9-7. 

The tournament’s third-seed Vitas Gerula- 
itis had to battle three sets before ousting 
Erick Iskersky 6-4. 4-6, 6-0. Gerulaitis bad 
won the inaugural Tournament of Champi- 
ons. 

In other first round matches Tuesday, 
ninth-seeded Andres Gomez of Ecuador 


eliminated Nigegia’s Nbuka Odizor 6-2. 6-3. 
Tomas Smid of Czechoslovakia dropped 
Georges Goven of France 6-1 . 6-2 and Hank

Deception is an important 
tool in every player’s bag of 
tricks, whether he is cast in 
the role of declarer or 

defender. The general purpose 
of deception is to convince an 
opponent that a condition ex- 
ists that actually does not, or a 
condition does not exist that 
actually does. 

One of the most famous 
cases in this category appears 
in a book called “Right 
Through the Pack,” by Robert 
Darvas and Norman de V. 
Hart 


West leads a heart and 
South takes East’s queen with 
the king. Declarer’s best 
course of play is clear. To 
make the contract he must 
bring home either the spades 
or the diamonds. 

For five spade tricks to 
materialize requires a double 
finesse by declarer, hoping to 
find West with the K-J, while 
to run the diamonds merely 
requires East to have the king. 

Declarer therefore follows 
the percentage play of a low 
spade to the ace. planning to 
try the diamond finesse next. 
But East, who sees that his 
king of diamonds is on the 
verge of extinction, makes the 
clever play of his king of 
spades on the ace! 

This gives South new food 
for thought. Since East ap- 
pears to have the singleton 
king of spades, a diamond 
finesse now looks foolish. 

Assuming that East's spade 
play is on the level South’s 
correct play is automatic. He 
cashes the A-K of clubs, leads 
the nine of spades and 
finesses, expecting to score 
five spade tricks, a heart, a 
diamond and three clubs. 

Unlucky! East wins the 
spade with the jack, returns a ■ 
heart, and South goes down 
two in a hand where he would 
surely have made the contract 
but for East’s extraordinary 
play of the king of spades on 
the ace.

Violence flares up 
again in Polish city 


WARSAW. May 5 (Agencies) — Poland's 
martial law authorities clamped down cur- 
fews and other restrictions amid fresh reports 
Wednesday of renewed rioting in at least one 
Polish city! 

Police fought rioting youths screaming 
anti-government abuse, destroying public 
buildings and erecting barricades in the 
northwest Baltic port of Szczecin Tuesday 
night, the second consecutive day of fighting 
there. Authorities in Warsaw. Gdansk, 
Gdynia, Sopot. Gliwice. Elblag and Szczecin 
reimposed the curfew lifted Sunday, and offi- 
cials in other cities apparently took similar 
action. 

Authorities in Gdansk, the Baltic port 
where Solidarity was formed during August 
1980 shipyard strikes, asked all Poles and 
foreigners to register their presence within 1 2 
hours, official sources said. 

Gdansk authorities banned people from 
being in public places from 1 1 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
giving them one less hour on the streets than 
adults in Warsaw who were once again bound 
by a midnight curfew. The Gdansk sources 
also said a similar restriction applied to 
Gdynia and Sopot, but only the curfew was 
reimposed in nearby Elblag. 

Meanwhile, there were reports of a new 
curfew in Szczecin, the Baltic port on the East

Mexicans for 
a ride in U.S. 

NEW YORK. May 5 (WP) — Three 
Mexican tourists say they paid $285 for a 
one-way cab trip from Kennedy Internat- 
ional Airport to a midtown Manhattan 
hotel. The tourists called it highway robb- 
ery. The drivers said it was the going rate. 

Bui the port authority police called it 
grand larceny, fraudulent t accosting and 
loitering to solicit unlicensed car fare. The 
alleged driver. Konstanrinos Tzertzelas. 
was in jail awaiting arraignment in Queens 
Criminal Court. Police say Tzertzelas. 38, 
of Laurence. N.Y.. is an unlicensed cab 
operator who has a record of bilking cust- 
omers. 

According to deputy inspector Ralph 
Combariati. the three Mexicans landed at 
the airport for a six-day vacation, where 
they rook a cab. Tzertzelas’ cab license 
was revoked several years ago after seve- 
ral misdemeanor arrests for overcharging. 

The vacationers, identified as high-level 
executives for the Rolls Royce Sales Inc. 
of Mexico City, were taken to the New 
York Hilton Hotel. When they arrived, 
the driver allegedly demanded a $285 fare. 
The passengers refused to pay S285, inst- 
ead offering him SI 00, police said. The 
driver refused, police said, and displayed a 
" rate book.” which he said proved $285 
was the correct fare. 

They paid the full fare, and the driver 
drove off. police said. The Mexicans got to 
the hotel and told rheir story to a door- 
man. who informed them they had been 
bamboozled. Irate and upset, they hopped 
a yellow medallion cab back to the airport 
— for SIS — and complained to the port 
amhoritv police.

Raider says CIA 
knew about plot 

PIETERMARITZBURG, South Afr- 
ica. May 5 ( R) — The U.S. Central Intellige- 
nce Agency (CIA) was aware ot a plan to 
overthrow the Seychelles government last 
year. Col. Mike Hoare said at the trial of 43 
men facing charges arising from an alleged 
plane hijack. 

Col. Hoare and the other defendants are 
alleged to have hijacked an air-India Boeing 
after an abortive coup attempt in the Seychel- 
les last November. He .said he had approac- 
hed an unnamed CIA agent in Pretoria and 
told him of the planned coup in an attempt to 
get tacit U.S. approval. 

Col. Hoare said the CIA had shown inter- 
est. "The interest of America stemmed from 
the strategic value of the Seychelles.” 

Col. Hoare. giving evidence for the second 
day Tuesday, said he told his men they could 
look forward to Kenyan. American and CIA 
briefing. All the defendants have pleaded not 
guilty. 

A "spokesman for Prims; Minister P.W. 
Botha declined comment on the statement in 
court by Col. Hoare that the South African 
cabinet agreed in principle to the coup atte- 
mpt. 

Cyclone hits Burma 

RANGOON. Burma. May 5 < AP) — Cyc- 
lonic winds of up to 1 20 miles an hour Tues- 
day tore through areas of Burma’s west coast 
and struck Rangoon, where at least six pers- 
ons died and several others were injured, off- 
icials said. 

According to reports reaching Rangoon 
Wednesday, most of the buildings in Gwa 
township in the west were destroyed by the 

cvclonic storm. 


German border, but telex and telephone con- 
tact with the city was difficult if not imposs- 
ible. Nearly 300 persons were arrested in 
Szczecin Tuesday, 

The Polish news agency PAP reported 
fresh fighting erupted in the city Tuesday 
night and that rioting there had been about 
the worst in the country. A second agree- 
ment forming independent unions was signed 
there in August 1980. 

The authorities also imposed an 1 1 p.m. to 

5 a.m. curfew in Gliwice, southern Poland, 
after disturbances there, and banned youths 
under IS from gathering in Warsaw after 9 
p.m. 

Published reports gave few details of the 
rioting which followed clashes in more than a 
dozen Polish cities Monday. It was the worst 
rioting since the start of martial law and 
began during a series of Solidarity union 
demonstrations. 

But in a surprise move, authorities in War- 
saw and some other cities reopened tele- 
phone lines cut Monday night and domestic 
and international telephone calling again was 
possible. All communications were cut and a 
curfew was imposed last Dec. 13 when the 
authorities declared martial law. 

Meanwhile. Swedish television reported 
Tuesday that Lech Walesa, detained leader 
of the suspended Polish trade union Solidar- 
ity has been moved to a new place of deten- 
tion closer to Poland 1 s border with the Soviet 
Union. 

A Swedish television spokesman said 
Wednesday that the report, given on a news 
program late Tuesday night, was based on 
information received from a secret radio sta- 
tion operating in an undisclosed part of 
Poland. Walesa has been detained by the Pol- 
ish authorities since the Dec. 13 clampdown. 

In Washington, Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig said Tuesday Poland may suffer 
total economic collapse unless it lifts martial 
law and meets the West's other conditions for 
renewing credit. He told a Senate subcom- 
mittee the effects of the West’s cut off of 
credit “are becoming increasing onerous” 
because the Soviet Union has had difficulty in 
taking over Poland's financial burden. 

“It is our view that if this situation con- 
tinues there could be total economic collapse 
in Poland." he testified. But he said the 
United States and Western Europe will not 
renew credit until Poland lifts martial law. 
releases political prisoners and begins a 
dialogue with trade unionists. 

At the same time the White House criti- 
cized Polish authorities for using force, 
including tear gas and water cannon, against 
the demonstrators Monday. ** We deplore the 
use of force,” White House deputy press sec- 
retary Lanry Speakes said. “It’s a reminder 
that the demands for free expression have not 
been met." 

6 Soviets reach 
Himalayan peak 

KATMANDU. May 5 (AP) — Six Soviet 
mountaineers, climbing in three groups, rea- 
ched the summit of Mount Everest, the 
world's tallest peak. Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, Nepal's Ministry of Tourism announced 
here Wednesday. 

The ministry said the final pair. Valentin 
Ivanov. 40, of Moscow, and Sergei Efimov. 
37. of Sverdlovsk, reached the top of the 
8,848-meier high Himalayan peak Wednes- 
day afternoon “in spite of fresh snowfall on 
the mountain.” They told the base camp by 
walkie talkie they “could see a Chinese tri- 
pod” from a 1975 Chinese expedition. 

The two climbers left their Camp 5 at S.?00 
meters at 5:30 a.m. local time for an eight- 
hour trek up the mountain. They stayed on 
the summit about 45 minutes, filming from 
the top. according to abase camp radio rep- 
ort. 

Climbing in moonlight, two other members 
of the 27- member Soviet expedition which 
includes 12 climbers. Sergei Bershov. 34. of 
Kharkov. Ukraine, and Mikhail Turkevich. 
28. of Donetsk, Ukraine, conquered the 
mountain at 10:25 p.m. local time Tuesday. 
They spent about 25 minutes on the summit, 
the base camp said. 

They began their assault from Camp 5 at 
6:00 p.m. local time "to supply food and oxy- 
gen" to the first Soviets to scale the peak. 
Eduard My slovsky. 44. of Moscow, and Vlad- 
imir Balyberdin. 32. of Leningrad, who were 
descending the mountain. 

The two groups met each other three hours 
later at a place "approximately two hours 
climbing distance from the summit.” at which 
point the two Ukrainians decided to try to 
reach the summit, the radio report said. 

The first two climbers spent the night on 
the mountainside before returning to Camp 5 
early Wednesday, the base camp reported. 
The first two groups were scheduled to return 
to Camp 3 at 7.850 meters Wednesday after- 
noon on their way back to the base camp. 

Before leaving Katmandu for the mount- 
ain on the Sino-Nepal border, the team lea- 
der. Dr. Evgeny Tamm.54. of Moscow, said 
all 1 2 climbers would try to conquer the peak 
in different groups. A Ministry of Tourism 
official said there was no information on whe- 
ther other members of the team will try to 
scale Everest.

NATO plans flexible nuclear strategy 


MONS. Belgium. May 5 (R) — NATO's 
supreme commander in Europe. Gen. Ber- 
naro Rogers, has detailed a plan aimed at 
turning the nuclear tables on Moscow by the 
end of the decade. He said he wants to boost 
NATO’s conventional forces, which would 
force the decision to escalate a conflict on an 
aggressor. It would either have to withdraw 
or use nuclear weapons first. 

NATO's flexible -response doctrine envis- 
ages first use of nuclear weapons if conven- 
tional forces to deter or stop an attack. ** Uoer 
today's conditions, should a major conven- 
tional attack come from the other side, irres- 
pective of warning time and appropriateness 
of political decisions, there would come a day 
when the alliance would have to take a deci- 
sion on using tactical nuclear weapons." he 
said. 

Gen. Rogers expressed these views in an 
interview with Reuters just before Wednes- 
day’s North Atlantic Treaty Organization 


(NATO) defense ministers meeting in Brus- 
sels. He said his force proposals for 1983-88 
were now under discussion by NATO politi- 
cal authorities. 

The Brussels meeting will be followed 
Thursday and Friday by a meeting of the 
defense planning committee. This will be 
attended by the United States and Canada in 
addition to Wednesday’s participants — 
Belgium, Britain, Denmark. Greece, Italy, 
Luxembourg. Netherlands, Norway, Por- 
tugal. Turkey and West Germany. 

Gen. Rogers said such a program could be 
funded with an average four percent real 
increase a year in defense spending 
alliance-wide, including the United States, 
provided that the force goals and timescales 
were fulfilled. 

He said that in present circustances it was 
only a matter of time before a decision by 
NATO to go nuclear would have to be taken 
in case of an all-out Warsaw Pact conven- 


In Mitterrand’s one -year rule 

France introduces reforms 


PARIS. May 5 (AFP) — Irreversible 
change is looming in France just one yfcar 
after Socialist President Francois Mitterrand 
won office to end 23 years of non-leftist rule. 
His primary aim. when he was elected on May 
10 1981. was to furnish France with new 
economic and administrative structures, and 
modify relations between workers and bos- 
ses. 

These objectives, proclaimed in Mitter- 
rand’s presidential campaign program, are 
intended to form the basis of a new life-style 
in cities after two centuries of rural exodus 
which has destroyed country traditions. 

The Socialist-Communist government 
moved to carry out these aims by wide-scale 
nationalization last Feb. 11 of five major 
industrial enterprises and practically the 
whole of the private banking sector after 
fierce debates. This nationalization program 
— the third undertaken in France after those 
in 1936 and 1944-46 — gives France the 
largest government-controlled public sector 
in the West. 

The result is that the state has considerable 
economic resources. It controls almost all 
French Banks. 85 percent of the aviation 
industry. 80 percent of the steel industry. 75 
percent ,«f the arms industry, 62 percent of 
metallurgical production, 48 percent of jthe 
chemical industry, 42 percent of electronic 
and domestic electrical appliance production, 
and 35 percent of the glass-making industry. 

On March 2 after the National’ Assembly 
approval the government also started imple- 


menting decentralization laws considered the 
most revolutionary ever seen in France, 
These end the centuries-old tradition in 
which France has been ruled from Paris since 
the days of the "Sun King” Louis XIV in the 
17th century, and was then built up into a 
centralized bureaucracy by Napoleon at the 
beginning of the 19th century. 

For centuries each regional administration 
has been headed by the prefect, or local gov- 
ernor representing the government, but now 
his powers have been taken over by elected 
regional assemblies. The prefect has been 
renamed "commissioner of the republic” and 
is little more than a local government watch- 
dog. President Mitterrand has explained that 
decentralization “will permit the French 
people to live, work and take part ' in 
decision-making in this country.” 

Draft laws modifying labor relations, 
already agreed on in the cabinet, will also be 
debated this week in the National Assembly. 
The “Auroux” laws, named after the labor 
minister, aim to reconcile economic and 
social progress by creating new worker- 
employer relationships to raise France’s 
standards to those of Scandinavia. 

The draft laws lay down that negotiations 
on pay and working hours must take place at 
least once a year, and guarantees wage and 
salary earners complete freedom of expres- 
sion regarding tbeir working conditions. 
These Mitterrand reforms, once inaugurated, 
will deeply affect French living standards. 



tional artack. “That is why it is so important 
that we don’t declare, that there will be no 
first use of nuclear weapons by us.” he said. 

Robert McNamara, a former U.S. defense 
secretary and three former senior U.S. offi- 
cials recently argued in Foreign Affairs quar- 
terly in favor of abandoning the flexible 
response strategy and declaring that nuclear 
weapons would not be used first. 

Gen. Rogers, giving the interview in the 
office used untir three years ago by Alexan- 
der Haig, his predecessor as supreme allied 
commander Europe, said he was aiming at 
conventional forces capable of holding the 
lead divisions of a Warsaw Pact thrust until 
the following waves could be successfully 
engaged before they joined the battle. He 
said the goal could be reached if NATO 
nations fulfilled his force proposals within the 
suggested timescale. 

A just -released NATO study on force 
comparisons between the orgainzation and 
the Warsaw Pact noted deficiencies on the 
Western side in Central Europe in deploy- 
ment and lines of supply running too near and 
parallel to the border. Gen. Rogers said the 
second problem arose from the France's 
withdrawal from NATO’s military wing in 
1966. But he thought France would join the 
allies in a war. 

.As for deployment of units in West Ger- 
many. with U.S. forces mostly in the south 
while the main danger of an attack would he 
in the northern plains, he noted that a U.S. 
brigade bad been brought into northern West 
Gerjnany as the nucleus of a U.S. Army corps 
in a war. 

Talks planned between the United States 
and West Germany on redeploying U.S. units 
further east would kill two birds with one 
stone — provide new decent barracks for 
U.S. soldiers and improve deployment, he 
said. 

Genscher to visit 
Israel next month 

BONN. May 5 (R) — West German’s 
foreign minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, 
will visit Israel next month in a bid to improve 
strained relations between the two countries, 
the Foreign Minister announced Wednesday. 
A spokesman said Genscher would travel to 
Israel June 2 for three days of talks. 

Traditionally close relations between Bonn 
and Israel were shaken last year when Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. . during a campaign 
for re-election, made personal attacks on 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidr. Begin called the 
chancellor a former Nazi officer who had 
remained faithful to Hitler. 

The attacks came after Schmidt had said 
the Palestinian people had a moral claim to 
self-determination. Schmidt has never visited 
Israel as chancellor, although Genscher went 
there in 1979.
